However theſe buſineſſes were 
not ſo carried, but his Majeſty diſcerned ſome 
of the Intrigues of them, which made-him al- 
ter his Councils, and contrary to_ the Endea- 
vours of that Party enter into new Alliances, 
by making vp that excellent League, uſually call- 
ed the Tripple League.

7670 to 1671 there was hardly a Conventicle 
to be heard 'of in England. And might never 
have been mote, if that Party had not been a-' 
fraid of a great diſappointment thereby, where- 
fore to revive our Djvzfons, 'and to-bring' in 
(as they hoped) their own Religion, they im- 
loyed all their force again toget a Toleration, 
1 ſay they did it, becauſe it cannot be imagin'd 
it could be from any Proteſtant Intereſt, both 
Church-men and Diſlenters Pablickly declaring 
their deteftation of it.

After we 
had, in order to the carrying it on, broke that 
never to be forgotten Tripple League, ſacrificed 
our Honour to the French, not only by making 
a ftrong Alliance with them, but by ſe:zing the 
Dutch Smyrna Fleet, and then afterwards pro- 
claiming War with them. Which War was 
continued in order to ruine 'us both; for the 
French proved but lookers on at Sea (as they had 
done when ingaged with the Dutch in 1665.) 
though great Conqueronrs at Land, eſpecially of 
the Proteſtants in Germany and Holland. And as 
this Toleration was accompanied with theſe great 
alterations in Aﬀairs abroad, fo it was backrt, 
1, With a great Adiniftey of State at the Helm at 
home, who was ſo confident of the re-fixing Po- 
pery here, that he could not forbear to declare 
himſelf to be of that Religion, I mean my Lord 
Treaſurer Clifford, as alſo, 2. With a great 
Army at Black: Heath ready upon all Occaſions ; 
and, 3. With the greateſt violation on the Pro- 
perty of the Subject, that ever hapned in this 
Nation, the ſeizing of One X4illion and half, or 
thereabout, in the Exchequer.

importance. That we ſhall ever thercby open a 
Trade with the 2450rs is a mere Chimera; they 
will not have any Trade with us. All the hopes 
we can haye of any advantage from it, is from 
the 440d, if it ſhould be finiſhed. But I am 
afraid we have ſeen the beſt of it, and rhat it 
will hardly ever be brought to more pertecti- 
on than it is. But Sir, if it ſhould, in a time of 
peace with Spair, it will be of little uſe to 4 
I 4 or 
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for the Bay of Cadiz is upon ſeveral accompts 
ſo much more convenient for Ships to ſtopiat, 
that it will always be preferred. For they will 
not only have a ſafe riding, but the Merchants 
'Ships great advantages, made by Fraight or 
Sales of Goods, which generally happens in 
that Port, and of good Company, whether go. 
ing, up or down the Sereights. Our Men of War 
do not there want Conveniencies to Careen, or 
other neceſlaries, and will be then more ready 
to do the Nation ſervice, by convoying Ships, 
than at Tangier, as alſo to carry on the money 
Trafle.But it is true that in a time of a War with 
Spain, it would be very ſerviceable to us. But 
if it muſt coſt 100000. L. per anzum, and if: 
War with Spain be not like to happen one year 
in twenty, I am of opinion that the certain 
charge will amount to more than the uncertain 
inconveniency,and therefore that we necd not be 
ſo extremely concern'd for it. 
Mr. Speaker. 

T.L. Sir, I ſhould not have concern'd my 
ſelf in this debate, but that I differ from that 
worthy Member that ſpoke laſt. For I think it 
would be a great blow not only to the Honour, 
but to the Trade of the Nation, if Tangier ſhould 
beloſt. For it will always be ſerviceable, as 
well for our Men of War to reſort-to for Pro- 
viſions, and to be clean'd, in order to check 
the rapine of the 7rk,or oppoſe other Enemies, 
aSfor the proteCtion of our Merchant-men. In 
time of Peace with Spain, it will ( if we have E- 
nemies) be better have two Ports than one; in 
time of War with Spain, much better have this 
than none, And even in the time of Peace,it wot 
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be. ſerviceable upon: many. occaſions, becauſe 
of its Situation on the Barbary ſide as1 take ir, 
and Cadiz.on the Chriſtian Shore, and both near 
the Strcights- Mouth, the greateſt paſſage for 
Ships in the World. And by parting with ir, 
we may not only be prejudiced for want of the 
conveniency of it, but by the great inconvenien- 
cies that may ariſe, by falling into the hands of 
the French, Turks, Movrs, or Spaniards, And 
therefore | think the charge of maintaining it, 
muſt not be conlidered in this caſe,and it 1s not ſo 
much, but thatif we could once fall into the way 
of ſending goodGovernorsthere,that would mind 
the promoting of Trade, haply the gains that 
might be levied thereon, would in ſome time 
prove ſufficient to maintain the Garriſon. And if 
we ſhould now part with ir, we ſhould loſe the 
two Millions we havelaid out on the Mold,which 
I think may alſo be worth our conſideration. 
Sir, 1 do well remember what a cry there was 
in this Nation, upon the delivery up of 
Dunkirk to the French; I believe it Tangier 
ſhould be delivered up there would be more, 
and I think not without cauſe roo. For I am 
afraid, that whenever we may have a War with 
France,we ſhall find that he hath already too ma- 
ny locks upon us in the Sereights, ſecing he is ſo 
formidableat Sea.

Sir; 1 have heard the many Reaſons that 
have been given, why Money cannot be at 
preſent advanced, I cannot ſay without being 
much concerned to, hear the Miniſters ſo Ar- 
raigned, and I think without cauſe; For I be- 
lieve there are none about his Majeſty but what 
are very good Proteſtants, and willing to do all_ 
they can for that Intereſt : Which I hopeupon a* 
further conlideration, will not be found to be 
in ſuch apparent danger. Burt if there be any 
thing amiſs ( which in the management of ſo 
great Affairs, under ſuch difficulties as the Na- 
tion hath lately ſtrugled under) may poſlibly be, 
Iam confident the loſs of Tangier will no way 
remedy it ; but on the contrary, the giving of 
Money for the ſupport of Tangier, being his 
Majeſty doth ſo earneſtly defire it, is, I think 
the only way for this Houſe to gain a good 
Opinion with his Majeſty, and to obtain __

Sir F. W. Sir, My apprehenfions as to the 
State of the Nation, and danger of Popery, 
are no way abated by what this Honourable 
Member hath faid, and therefore I think the 
buſineſs of Tangier looks too little for this 
Days debate. Eſpecially if we confider how the 
Bill upon which all our hopes were grounded 
as to the ſecurity of our Religion hath been 
uſed by the Lords, thrown out, without ſo 
much as a conference, whereas they do not 
uſually do ſo, with Bills that relate to ſome 
little trade. It is ſtrange that after they have 
ſooften declarcd the danger of Popery, and a 
Popiſh Plot, they will neither recerve any remedy 
from ws, nor propoſe any to us. Yut rather on 
contrary be fo induſtrious to blaſt all our 
endeavours that tend that way; well may we 
be afraid of our Religion, if the Fathers of the 
Church will join, in being againſt the only means 
that can jave #t, Thele are freſh inſtances of 
the mighty power, and influence of a Popifh 
Succeſtor ; what may we expect from them if 
we ſhould have a Popiſh King ? I think, Sir, it 
there were no other reaſon, it is enough to 
make us cautions how we give Money ; and 
take ſuch notice of in our Addreſs as may be 
convenient.

think. As affairs now ſtand,the moſt part of Chri- 
ſtendom is concerned in it, 1 am ſure all the Pro- 
teſtants.

account of any advantage we ſhall make by it. But 
however I think itis very well worth our keep- 
ing ; becauſe of the diſadvantages we ſhould re- 
ceive by it, if it ſhould fall into the hands ei- 
ther of the Turk or Spaniard, but eſpecially 
the French ; who will not only be thereby en- 
abled to fetter us, as to our Trade in the Levart, 
but to curb alſo all other Nations whatſoever ; 
and be ſuch an addition to the too great Power 
he hath acquired, both'by Sea and Land already, 
that I am of Opinion we ought to be very 
cautious how we weaken the Security we now 
have that it ſhall not fall into his hands. But 
zjf the Mold and the Town could be blown in- 
to the Air, or otherwiſe reguced into its firſt 
Chaos, 
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Chaos, I think, .conſidering the charge it will 
coſt keeping, England would not be much the 
worſe for it; but to move you to conſider any 
thing about that, at this time, cannot be pro- 
per, becauſe the doors : have ſo beſieged it, 
that the firſt thing that muſt be done, whether 
in order to keep-it or deſtroy -it, is, to beat 
them off, by ſome ſpeedy Supplies which muſt 
bet preſently ſent, or efe the Town according, 
to the beſt Information come from thence, is like 
to be loſt.

them been granted ? We have finiſhed ane Bill a- 
-gainſt Popery, but what ſucceſs hath ithad elſe, 
where? thrown out as haſtily rs if it had carrieds 
fire-ball with it. And yet now it ſeems there is 
nothing to be: done but giving of Money ; as if al 
our complaints were granted: the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion ſecured, and nothing wanting to ſatisfie the 
people. Sir, 1 think the complaints of the Nati- 
on, as to the danger of Popery, are ſo great,and fo 
reaſonably grounded, as that it cannot haves Agee 
ed they ſhould-longer- be ſatisfied with words or 
pretences, becauſe we have met with many diſap- 
pointments , eſpecially after giving ;of. Money. 
-And therefore conlideringthe deſperate caſe we are 
in, - it - will nat be convenient we-l that 
way nom, : but. keep our Money until we $1 
F WS. 
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Laws. - Which, I think, is the beſt ſervice we can 
do'thoſt who ſent us here, as the cafe ſtands. For 
theſe reaſons, I think, we had beſt adjourn the

Mr. Speaker, 

S. T. Sir, we have been long jealous that there 
are people that endeavour to create a Miſunder- 
ſtanding between His Majeſty and this Houſe ; 
which'it is our buſineſs to prevent. If there be a 
difference between two men, and the one will not 
hear what the other offers, but be utterly againſt 
all Propoſals, it would be hard to reconcile two 
ſuch perſons, Treaties and Debates being a proper 
way to come to a fair underſtanding, Ir is true, 
moſt of the Paragraphs of his Majeſty*s Speech are 
Memento's about Money ; but in the « oncluſion 
he is pleaſed to tell you, That he deſires to know 
how far he ſhall be aſliſted by us, and what it is 
that we deſire from him. Sir, Ithink this is a fair 
ſtep towards coming to a right underſtanding ;

C. Sir, when I conſider the Immunities and 
Advantages we enjoy by the excellent compoſure 
of our Government both in Church and Stare, 
how the King as Sovereign, enjoys all the Preto» 
give that-can be neceſſary to make mo 
great or happy, and the People all the Liberty an 
Prividedge that can be pretended for their encoo- 
ragerent to be induſtrious, and for Tecuring to 
themſelves nad Poſteritics the enjoyment of wha 
they get by their induſtry... Hew the Dottrine 
the Church is yoid of idolatrous, {titious 
pinions, and the Goyernmentt of Tyranny or # 
| wer} apouy wx ; I canndt but admire that theri 
heuld be any body bur {elves that ſho 
n+ at any alteration, and be the occalion of thi 
Debate. But, Sir, it is too evident that Tach 
there arezand that they have tuadea great advanet 
bs effect there defiga, by many contrivances which 
y have purſeed for a long courſe of years, ac- 
cording tothe Reſults and Confultations held by 
Jeſuits ar tht gurpets : But above all, by con- 
veſting to their Religion Fees Duke of Tock, the 
prefaraptive Heir of the Crown, and by engaging 
him to eſpouſe their intereſt with that zeal a 
fervency which uſually attends new ne 
eſpecially when 10 a glary is propoſed asthe 
rooting wit of wpatilent Herefie out of three Nation, 
aver es {> many Sohls as would depend 
thereon, The fad effect of this Converſion we 
have felt for many years, it having had the Tame 
ef&rations in our Body Politick, as ſome ſorts of 
Logring 
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ing Poiſon hath in Bodies Natorel z. made tts 
lic conſumptive, by infecting and corrupting 
all the fobd and Phiylick which hath been applicl 
in order to reduce us to Popery,aad-{avery, worſe 
than death it ſelf. From this fatal at rhe declination 
of the Gratideur of this Monarchy may be dated, 
and to the conſequences thereof its abfolute ru- 
ine (it not. timely prevented) will be hereafter 
attributed. This being, our caſe, I conld not but 
admire to feethis Houle {o long a-coming to conſt 
der this weighty point z iafomach, 'that I began 
to perſwade my ſelf, that exthet our dangers were 
Hot ſo great as our diſcourſes upon ſome other oc- 
cafions had repreſented them,or that we wete not 
in good earnelt to endeavour any redreſs. It is 
true, when we conſider what ill fortune we have 
had-with our Bill lately fent up to the Houſe-of 
Lords, in having -it thrown out in fuch a heat 
without ſo mackras a Conference, (thorigh whety- 
ever they ſhall conſider of it in cool bloud, they 
will &nd there-can be no ether way to ſecure the 
Proteltant Religion) we may with ſome reaſon 
be diſcouraged. But I hope, Sir, that ſetinig our 
Country have theught us worthy to be their Re- 
prefentatives, weſhallnot be ſo eaſily daunted m 
what ſo nearly coftcerns them, but be as indefatt 
gable in findiag out ways for our preſervation, as 
our Enemies are to find ont means for our deſtru- 
lion; hoping we ſhall not met atways fo bad 
{acceſs inche Houſe of Lerds: For though bt 160 
much bindneſs of forme men who #0 be for

R. M. Sir, Great things are expeCted from this 
days Debate, and we could not well have entred 
into it ſooner ; it now comes more ſeaſonable than 
it would have done before, becauſe of the oppor- 
tonities we have had to feel the Pulſe of affairs, 
fince the beginning of the Seſſion, . and the time 
we have ſpentin aſlerting the right of Petitioning, 
by which the eſſence of Parliaments, and the foun- 
dation of the Peoples Liberties were ſtruck at. 
And the trial of my Lord Srafford, and the Diſin- 
heriting-Bill could not poſſibly have been avoided. 
And as our labour hath not been loſt in all, ſo I 
hope that at laſt we ſhall have ſome benefit of that 
ſpent about the Succeſſion-Bill. For as it was ſaid 
| at 
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af the paſſing of. the Bill, that there werea Loyal 
that would never acquieſce in it; ſo 1 do be- 
ieve_ there is a true Proteſtant-party that will ne- 
yer acquieſce in any tMng leſs than what may be 
ſufficient for the ſecurity of their Religion, which 
1 ani apt to believe will end-in that Bill. Butin 
the mean time, that we may ſhew that we are not 
humoriits, let us try what ſtrength we can muſter 
up to oppoſe theſe great Enenues by ſome other 
Laws; as when a Houſe is on fire-we make uſe 
of Buckets and Tubs for caſting of water, until 
the great Engines can be got.

rive the Poluticks generally from one or two Biſhops in 
ſome great ſtation. Yet, Sir, when I remember hoy 
after ſome little time many of the Clergy fell off, 
and would not follow ſuch inſtrufions z and hoy 
the people ſoon excuſed themſelves from following 
their advice in ſuch Politicks, and would not free- 
ly pay illegal Taxes, notwithſtanding all their en. 
deavours. I am apt to think, Sir, that as the peo- 
ple were not long then miſlead, fo as to ſubmit to 
loſe their property, ſo they will not now, to ay 
thing that ball tend to the loſing of their Relig- 
on and property both. They will ſoon diſcowr 
what 1s their intereſt, and how true intereſt wil 
not lye, - I have often told you within theſe walk 
they will ſoon apprehend that Popery will brirg 
in Slavery, and reduce then1 not only to an Id 
latrous,Superſtitious Religion, but to wear Wood 
den-ſhoes like the French, and to cat Herbs liketh: 
Spamard, becauſe they will ſoon know that the 
ſhall not be long Maſters of any thing they have:

Belides, the dependance which the Papiſts may 
have of aſſiſtance from this mighty Monarch; in 
Ireland they are five to one for the Proteſtants, and 
amount to many hundred thoufands,full of bloody 
revenge derived from their Anceſtors, wanting 
nothing but Arms (which they may have from 
France in a night) to be enabled to Maſlacre all the 
Proteſtants in Jrelana, and to be ready to be tranſ- 
ported hither. How the Plot has been carried on 
there in order toit; how endeavours have been 
there uſed to ſtifle and Counterplot it ; who Com- 
mands all the Enghſh Coaſt oppoſite to Ireland, we 
know; and how our Forts and Caſtl:s are provi- 
ded, the Examination of the Governour of Cheap- 
flow-Caſtle may inform yon. 

And that there may not want a ſtrength to compe! 
us 0n every fiae, i$ not the Government of Scot- 
land quite altered, by ſome Atts made within theſe 
few years ? 1s it not become very near A bitrary, 
Parliaments in a manner laid aſide, and the power 
inveſted in a Privy-Conncil? And is there not 4 
ſtanding Army of Twenty two thouſand men, ſet- 
led by Att of Parliament,with a Declaration,that 
they ſhall be ready to come into Er7/and upon amy 

OC= 
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occaſion. And js not the Dake now there, mans. 
ging the Government of that Kingdom, and Ar. 
my too, by putting in his own Creatures into the 
Council and 1r:to the Command of the Army, and 
uſing all other ways imaginable to improve his in- 
tereſt there. el 

And may we pot conclude, that in England there 
may be one hundred thouſand Papiſts fighting men, 
and that Portſmouth, Plimouth, Sheerneſs, Tulbury- 
Fort, and Hull, and all other places of impor. 
tance, ſhall, when that Intereſt ſhall think it con 
venient, be in the hands of perſons they may con- 
fide in, as well as the command of the Militia and 
Fleet. 

And what now, Sir, can any man ſay is wanting 
to enable this Party to make a great conteſt with 
us, but a Popiſh Kingto head them ? And doth any 
thing ſtand in their way for that, but His Majeſty% 
Life ? And is it not ſtrange, that though we ſee this 
never ſo plain, that there is no remedy for 
Proteſtants? Can it be imagined, that if this par« 
ty ſhould once have a King on their fide, endowed 
with a valorous Spirit, and vowed revenge, ſpur- 
ed on with a fiery zeal, to get not only Three 
Crowns on Earth, but the Crown of Glory in 
Heaven, by rooting out a peſtilent Herefie out of 
three Nations, that they will neglect fo great an 
opportunity for the eſtabliſhing of Popery here? 
And will not the Diviſions they carry on amongſt 
nts, as to Church-men and Fanaticks, Plot or no 
Plot, be very uſeful to them, but eſpecially their 
arraignments of Parliaments, and all that ſpeak 
againſt Popery, as Forty-one-men, and Enemies tothe 
Government,occaſion a great weakneſson our ſide? 
- I think, Sir, all thus put together, makes a great 
ſtrength 
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ſtrength for that party, enough to bring us into 
miſery, whatever the ile may ve. I would now, 
Sir, give you ſome account how the Proteſtants 
may. be able in ſuch a caſe to defend themſelves 
bur, 1 proteſt, Sir, I know not what defence they 
will be able to make legally. It is true, Sir, & 
long asour good King lives, we may live in quiet 
but things being thus, are not the Papilts nader 
great tewptationsto go on with theirold damnable 
deſign, or ſet up a new one for the deſtruCtion 
of the King. And if it ſhould ſo happen, either 
by their wicked counſels, or naturally, I think 
there is no way lefc us to oppoſe this party, but by 
a Rebellion, and therefore I think we may conclude, 
that our Lives, Liberties, and Religion, are to dcter- 
mine wth the King*s life. 

I confeſs, Sir, this is a melancholy Diſcourſe, but 
I am afraid too true ; and that the more you con- 
fider of it, the more reaſon you will have to be- 
lieve, that there is ſuch a Net ſpread to catch poor 
Proteſtants,as cannot fail to do it effeCtually,when- 
ever the Jeſuits ſhall be pleaſed to draw it. And 
our condition looks the more diſmal , becauſe 
though King, Lords, and Comm ons have ſo of- 
ten declared that there hath been a damnable, ex- 
ecrable, deviliſh, helliſh, abominable Plot carried 
on by the Papiſts, yet that all remedies againſt the 
like for the future muſt be denied us; I mean ſuch 
as can hignihe any thing, and we muft now again 
be expoled, as we were before the Plot broke out, 
toall their barbarities, having only weakened that 
party by executing about twenty old men ; but 
itrengthned them much more by having diſcoura- 
fed all Witneſſes from ever revealing more of 
their Plots, and by the diſcoveries they have _ 
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of the ſtrength of their party, in the ſtifling of 
this Plot. And yet all will not open the eyes 6f 
ſome Proteſtants, that ſo if poſſible we might be 
fo happy as to lay our divitions alide and join a- 
gginſt the common Enemy, without which we muſt 
certainly be ruin'd. 

And if this be our caſe, and there be nothing 
wanting but a Popiſh King to compleat our miſe: 
ry, and the art of man capnot find out any way 
ro ſecure us againſt a Popiſh King without the Exs 
cluſion- Bill ;, is it not ſtrange 11t ſhould be rejefted 
im the Houſe of Lords ? I cannot believe that the 
Fathers of the Church ſhould join in that which 
muſt irfillibly give opportunity for the tearing 
out of the Bowels of their Mother, and deſtroying 
her for ever. If ſo, well may welie down and 
cry, We have no body to help us, but only thee 0 
God. 

Sir, I have troubled: you too long, but Ihope 
what 1 have faid, may be of ſomeuſe'to you in 
reſolving, about theſe Bills that are propoſed, 
thongh I think they will all come ſhort of our 
caſc, Seeing you have Voted a Bill for the Ban- 
ſhing of the Papiſts, I think ;you may do well to 
try what a Bill of Aſſociation may amount to: 
But I 2gree with the opinion of thoſe worthy 
Members that have told you, that theſe things are 
put upon you, that you may give occaſion to thoſe 
that wiſh ill ro Parliaments, to argue thereby for your 
Diſſolution ;, and afterwards to perſwade the People 
that you went about to difſolve the foundation of the 
Government. And therefore I do not expect any 
good effect of theſe Bills.

| Majeſty's Speeches, doth require that we 
ſhould ſeriouſly Debate them before we give any 
Anſwer to them ; but the circumſtances we are 
pnder atthis time, challene a more than i 
Y, _ 
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Conſultation. For by the tenor of the Speech, 1 
conclude, That the Succeſs of this Parliament de- 
pends upon our Anſwer to it, and conſequently 
the ſafety of the Proteſtant Religion,both at home 
and abroad. And therefore I think my ſelf vey 
unable to adviſe in this matter, and ſhonld nat 
have attempted it, but that you have encouta 
me by your leaye to ſpeak firlt.

Mr. Speaker, 

- Sir W. F. Sir, We have hitherto had fo little 
ſucceſs in our endeavours, that we may juſtly ſuſ- 
pect, we are permitted to fit here, rater t@ deſtroy 
our ſelves, than to ſave our Country. It is a matter of 
admiration to me,that thoſe whobave ſo. often ad- 
viſed His Majeſty, to put this and the former Par- 
liaments upon finding out Expedients, for _— 
theProteſtantReligion, without altering theSucc 
ſion, ſhould all this while find out none themſelves, 
but ſtill continue adviſing the King to put that upon 
us,” which after many Debates is found to be im- 
poſlible. And that the King ſhould always have at 
hiselbow, perſons ready troremember him conſtant- 
ly to make this limitation, which in all appea» 
rance muſt tend tothe final deſtrution of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion. And that there ſhould be no bo- 
dy there,. to mind him of propoſing ſome Expedi- 
ents to prevent it, only in general words, of which 
no ufe can be made. According to the opinion of 
Three ſucceſſive Parliaments, the limitatiom in fa- 
vour of the Popith Intereſt, is plain, intelligible, 
and practicable. I hope His Majeſty againſt the 
next occaſion, .will require them that have ſo ad- 
viſe him, to . make -the Expedients, and. other 
waysto.ſecure the Proteſtant Religion,as plain.and 
pratticable ; that ſo we may ſee if my 

| the 
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the Proteſtant Religion be deſigned in good earneſt - 


by ſuch adviſers, which 1 cannot believe ; becauſe 
what they propoſe, is, in my opinion,a contradiQi- 
on in it ſelf. Without the Excluſion- Bill, there 


can be no Expedient, but what will leave usin - 


that miſerable condition, of having firſt or laſt a 
conteſt with our lawful King. And there can be 
no ſuch thing as ſetting power to oppoſe him, 
but by putting a kind of Supreme Authority in the 
Parkament , with a power to oppoſe;, as well 
by making War as Laws, which might prove 
' thedeſtruftion of the Monarchical Government, 
The ſaid truſt or power ( without the Excluſion 
Bill) being not to be repoſed in the next Heir, or 
any ſingle perſon, leaſt he ſhould die before he come 
to have the power in him, or utterly refuſe to aft 
if he ſhould live to have a right by virtue of ſuch 
a ſettlement, toadminiſter the Government. In 
ſuch a caſe there would be no lawful power lodge 
ed any whereelſe, to oppoſe ſuch a King,and there 
muſt not be an iner Regnum. By this ſhort account 
you may ſee, what difficulties all Expedients will 
be liable to, and may conclude, that thoſe that 
adviſe the King to make this limitation, do intend 
it as an Expeatent to make the endeavours of Parlia- 
ments ineffettual,; and to bring m Popery, And if 
you had offered at ſuch Expedients as I have men- 
tioned, as the laſt Houſe of Commons was Ar- 
raigned for Omnipotent and Arbitrary, ſo would 
this with ſome worſe Character ; as having at- 
tempted to deſtroy the Monarchical Government, 
that if poſlible the King and people might be put 
out of love with Parliaments. But, Sir, though it 
is plain, that things are thus ont of order, yet let 
us not be wanting in our duty, but give ſuch an

Sir, as well Church-men as Diſſenters, do all 
know we have a dangerous common Enemy that 
is got Within ovr bowels, and wants nothing but 
a King to their minds to have the ſtrength of the 
Nation, as well Civil as Military, at their Com- 
mand, and ſo conſequently a ſufficient power to 
deſtroy the Proteſtant Religion, if not prevented 
by a timely Union ofthe Proteſtant Intereſt. The 
queſtion that may properly ariſe at this rime i, 
whether the purting of the Laws we already have 
in execution, and making more againſt Dillenterz, 
in order tO bring them into the Charch by force, 
or the making of this Law to bring them in by 
fair means, be thy moſt hkely way td upitewy, 
that ſo we may be in a better condition to oppok 
the common Enemy. It is obviousto me, that the 
making of new Laws, or execution of the old at 
this time, is the ready way to ruine. us ; and 
what the Papiſts do certainly defize and aim 
at above aff things whatſoever.

Sir W. P. Sir, 'by the Debate which you have 
had about Expedients, it plainly appears, that the 
Popiſh Intereſt is ſo well fixt, that we are not like 
to obcain any thing againſt it, that will do us any 
good. And it is not ſtrange, that it ſhould meet 
with great oppoſition. For we may reaſonably con- 
clude, that thoſe who had the power to inſtill choſe 
principles into the Royal Family, bave not been 
negligent ©o improve their Intereſt, co ſecure thoſe 
advamages they have long hop'd for, and expe- 
Qed, from fuck a Profſelire. And therefore thok 
Arguments which ſome worthy Members have u- 
ſed, as tothe improbability chat ever a Popiſh King 
ſhould attempt to-change our Religion, as not con- 
ſiſtivg with his Intereſt, are to me very prepolte- 


rous; and a great demonſtration of the influence , 


of that party, in being able to broach ſuch Opini- 
ons as are ſo uſeful to bring in that Religion. .For 
my part, { am of adifferent judgment, and do be- 
lieve.that a Popiſh Head on a troceſft ane Body,wonld 
be fuch a Monfer in nature, as would neither be fit 
to preſerve, or be preſerved; and chat therefore it 
would gs naturally follow, as night follows day , 
that either the Head would cbange the Body , or the 
Body rhe Head. Have we not already had ſufficient 
experience,What a miſerable ching it is for « King 
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ro be jealous of his people; or the people of their 
Prince. CIs that there can be a 
Popiſh King in this Nation, without occafioning a 
cs chap Fo of Plots and Popesy, and that fock 
reports grounded on the King's inclinations, will 
not occaſion ſuck a fermentation in the people, as 
will end in miſery? Or if it ſhould prove otherways, 
thar by ſich arts as may probably then be ſer on 
foot, the people ſhould be lulled into. a 

Can we think that rhe Papifts who bave been ſo many . 
ages at work for the opportunity, ſhould not take ad- 


. vantage of that ſecurity to fatter us with their Popiſh 


Bondage? We may as well think that they will aff 
then turn Proteſtants, or be true to the Proteſtant 
Intereſt.NoySir,their great defign of baving a Popiſh 
on ng in order to bring inPopery,And we may 

, they will bearcily and carneftly purſue 
ie, when ever they ſhall have a Popiſh King, And 
therefore 1 think it will never become the prudence 
of this Houſe to defiſt from endeavouring 10 ger 
the Exclufion Bill, which is the only remedy that 
can” be in this caſe, that we may have a right ro 
defend our ſelves and our Religion againſt a Popiſh 
Succeſſor, without which this Nation Will be in time 
roin'd. And therefore I humbly move you, that 
we paſs thoſe Votes that have been propoſed; 


Mr: Speaker, 

Sir F.J. Sir,| have conſidered this Meſſage with 
that duty and reſpeCt | ought;ic doth ſo agree wich 
all others which His Majeſty bas been pleaſed to 
ſend to this Parliament , that I do believe that all 
proceed from the ſame Council, and that our ens 
deavours to prevail with his Majeſty in that parti- 
cular of changing Councils, hath bictherto yo no 
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effeft. The King is pleaſed to ſay, that he is con- 
fixmed in his opinion as to the Bill by the Houſe of 
Lords baving rejected it; I admire how the K; 
ſhould know it in a Parliamentaty way ,ſo as to in- 
timate ſo much to this Houſe. Probably he mighe 
be preſent,as be bath generally been,ever ſince my 
Lord Clifford had ſo great a ſhare in the manage. 
ment of the affairs of this Kingdom. . And. how 
things bave gone there ſince, we all know. Ido 
" not doubt but his Majeſty takes that unparralleld 
trouble of attending there daily, chiefly for the 
good of the ProteſtantReligion ; but I cannot bur 
obſerve that it bath bad little ſucceſs. For things 
bowever bave gone with ſo much difficulty againſs tbe 
Popiſh party,that it may be a queſtion whether bis Roy- 
al preſence, or the influence of a Poprſh Succeſſor were 
frongeft. * The Bill for Papiſts raking the Teſt, 
though accompanied with a great ſum of Money, 
paſt with much difficulcy,and fo that for excluding 
the Lords, and not without an exception as to his 
Royal Highneſs: And'therefore we have no great 
reaſon to admire that this about the ſucceſſion 
ſhould be thrown out : And how can we-exped it 
ſhonlkd be otherwiſe, as long as ſo many which ſet 
there, are in the poſleſſion of great places by the 
Duke's means, .and ſo many others which would 
come into great places, but cannot be had but by 
his means? And how all this cogether makes an 
Intereſt, may eaſily be imagined. Sir, I do not 
mention theſe things without regret, for | know 
my diſtance, and have a great veneration for the 
Nobility of this Land z and I know the Lords havg 
their freedom of Voting, and chat there are many 
ſitin the Lords Houle, who have all che qualifica- 
tions neceſlary for that great Station. But to [ee 
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a Bill of this importance treated ſocontrary tothe 
uſual courſe of Parliaments, itis neceſſary that we 
ſhould a little conſider what may be the caufe, in 
order to regulate our proceedings for ſutnre: For® 
if nothing muſt go in that Houſe againſt the Dake, 
I think the Proteſtant Religion is like to have little 
ſecurity from Acts. If the Duke had ever conſal- 
red che Books writ by his Grandfather or Father,or 
their Declarations in matters of Religion, he wonld 
never have brought theſe difficulties upon his King 
and Country. It is ſtrange he ſhould aim to get 
Heaven,by proceedings ſo contrary to what his Fa- 
ther atteſted with bis blood. But though he have 
negleed to conſult his intereſt,] hope we ſhall not 
neglect to conſult ours in purſaing this Bill, ſeeing 
there is no other Remedy : Though I am afraid it 
is a great work,and may break many Parliaments, 
becauſe it is ſo like to deſtroy all the Papiſts hopes 
of eſtabliſhing their Religion. However, I will 
not fear but God granting the King' life, ir may be 
obtained at laſt ; unleſs the projet now afoot, of 
repreſenting P arliaments as dangerous and uſeltfs, 
ſhould prevent the meeting of any more:For even the 
old band of Penſioners could ſlip their Collars, wht 
Popery came bare-faced before them. It is not tobe 
admired, that ſeeing the Jeſuits have been a hun- 
dred yearsat work to rivet their intereſt, by get- 
ting a Prince of their Religion, they ſhould ſtrag- 
gle hard to preſerve ir,thar ſo-they may have thoſe 
bleſſed effects they expect from it, which che Suc- 
ceſſion- bill only can prevenre. But it is ſtrange, 
that after ſuch diſcoveries of the Plor here, and in 
Ireland,and the certainty of our'irrecoverable dan- 
ger upon the Kings death, that ſo many Proreſtants 
ſhould be deluded by that parry;and rather be led

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by artificial falſhoods to their awn deſtruion,than 
Gr aaked truth to joyn in that which only can 
fave them.

King hath oftentimes made wiſe Counceſlors, and 
that wiſe Councellors ſometimes make wiſe Kings; 
but it muſt be when their intereſt may bmd chem 
to take their advice; which in this caſe would 
happen otherwiſe: for the Parliaments in- ſuch a 
caſe, niuſt have ſome ſuch Power repoſed in them 
as would render them ſuſpitious of being Compe- 
titors for the Soveraignty ; and that would make 
the Prince juſtly zealous of them, and ſoon end in 
ſach a breach as would endanger the Government.

. rouching the meaning of Common Fare,. the y+ 
fage, cuftome, and conſequences of fuck Addreb 
fes*in» reference to the Government ; and it did 
appear, that-it was an ancient Right and conſtant 
Practice of the Commons aſſembled in Parlia- 
ment, to make Addreſſes to the King, grounded 
on Common Fame , or moral certainty, for re. + 
moval of ſach Counceftors or Officers, as they 
thought were pernicious to the Government. And 
that it was the only way to reach great Miniſters 
of State that gave evit counſel, and to ſecure the 
Government againſt che dangers ariſing from ſuch, 
who wonld otherways, by giving advice to the 
King in private, be ſecure againſt all manner of 
proceedings againfi them, and fo the Government 
might be rain'd without any remedy ; that there 
was now as great occaſion, as ever in former times, 
of making uſe of this only remedy, the influence 
of Popiſh Councils having reduced the Nation, 
not only to the mercy of the Popiſh party at home, 
bat of a Foreign Nation ; . the dangers whereof 
could never be prevented, but by eſtabliſhing 
ſuch a mutual confidence between the King and 
his People, as night give encouragement for the 
raiſmg of a conſiderable ſam of money to be em- 
ployed for that end ; which was never like to be 
done, until there were abone che King's perſon, 
and in places of truſt and power, perſors more 
mclined to the intereit of the King and Proteftant 
Re/:gion, and leſs to that of the Duke and Popery. 
Becauſe 
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Becauſe the ſame jealouſies which this Parliament 
had (unles.the.cauſe were removed) would pro- 
ably be alſo an unpediment with the next; that 
there could be no ſecurity; it would be employed 
for that ends as long as the Duke's party were ſo 
powerful : And. that the giving of maney as long 
as things ſtand thus, would be a great encourage- 
ment to that party to go on with their Plot againit 
the King's life. Bur this Debate being after Can- 
dle-lighc, could not be taken : The reſult was, 
that ſeveral Addreſſes were voted againſt George Earl 
of Helifax,. Laurence Hide, Eiq; Henry Marqueſs 
of Worcefter, Hemry Earl of Clarendon, and Lews 
Earl of Fewgrſham. 


After which, the Houſe entred into a Debate of 
the great Charge the Kingdom was at, by Intereſt 


and Advance-money paid to Goldſmiths and o- 


thers. And after many Arguments, making out . 
that by Parliaments the King might be ſupplied, 
as well with the love of his People , as with Mo- 
ney for the neceſſary ſupport of the Government, 
and other occaſions. And that chis Parliamenc 
had by feveral Addreſſes offere@themſelves readv 
to do it, upon paſſing ſuch Bills as were preciſe! 
neceſlary for the ſecurity of the Proteſtant Rel:- 
gion 3 and that all other ways of ſupplying the: 
King's occaſions, but what were granted in Par- 
liament , did not only tend to the keeping off 
Parliaments, and to the exhauſting of the pub- 
lick Treaſure, by contraCting Debts, but were of 
dangerous conſequence to the King and King- 


+ dom, becauſe the Government might be under- 


mined thereby,

The 
Council of the* Jeſuits, they have their end, by 
diſappointing the Kingdom, and by raiſing the 
Fears of the People, either to take up with a 
falſe Securiry, as os artrags and fo a4 im- 
poſe Popery upon them that way ; or to brin 
the Kingdom eo diſorder When Religion? 
and Laws, and all are at the diſpoſe of a Po- 
piſh Succeſſor, the Kingdom will be in greae 
diſorder, that the Proteſtants will not be able 
ro enjoy them quietly ; the Papiſts have no ſi 
rer way to effect their end.

I. H. All the Expedients I have heard yet,ars 
like a Cucumber, when you have well drefs'd it, 
throw it away. "Theſe Gentlemen tell you, they 
will bring in @ Bull T4 Excluding the Duke from 
the Regency, &c. This Propoſition 15 either hc» 
neſt or not; if it be honeſt and without De- 
ſign, then all the Diſpute betrwixe the King 
and Us,. will be, Whether the Duke ſhall have 
a Title to the.

If this be: not honeſt, and People abour 
the King circumvent him; they will find means 
rom day to day to divert him.

Sir F.W. A worthy Member not being fa- 
tisheds with Arguments of Law againſt the 
Expedient, that calls me up, as in my Profet- 
ſion. The Queſtion about this Bill of Exclu- 
ſion; that *tis -lawful in Conſcience, no man 
will oppoſe : The great oppolers of it in the 
Lords Houſe, agrecd it lawtul when they threw 
1t our. Not Fure Divino unlawiul concur- 
rentibrs izs qui concurrere debent. Some Gentle- 
men told you, their Country gave them Inſtru- 
tions to preſs this Bill of Excluſion, &c. Sir T. 
Litt; ſaid, it was dangerous to take Inſtructions

from the Country; but I ſay, *tis' much more 
to take it from Court. Parliaments formerly 
upon any extraordinory matter, ftaid, and 
ſence their Members 'to conſult with thoſe who 
ſent.chem. I am not ſibjugated ( when I am 
here) to what the Country does propoſe. I 
am- as much againſt a Republick as he that fears 
it; but I am a Proteſtant. I fay, I know Sir 
T. Litt, to be of that Experience and Reaſon, 
chat if he go away ſatisfied in this matter, he 
will do all the good he can in the Poſt he is in. 
Bue to, keep cloſe to this Queſtion; it being 
allowed by Law, That an Excluſion of the D, 
from the Crown may be; the next thing is to con- 
ſider the Expedient of the Regency propoſed, 
The ſame Authority that can make a Deſcent 
of the Crown, may modifie it. He argued to 
ſhew that the Regency would make the Duke in- 
ſignificant in the, Adminiſtration of the Go- 
vernment. Now the Queſtion is, which'is the 
molt practicable. We Lawyers are- apteft to 
go on the ſtrongeſt ſide, and to call every 
thing Prerogative, - Vie, put you a caſe, in 
King Fames's time the Sheriff of — there was 
an exception in his Commiſlion, that he ſhould 
not keep the County-Court of — but ſhould have 
all other Exerciſes of his Office. - Bur the 
Judges reſolved; he was Sheriff co all intents and 
purpoſes, | and that he could not be hindred 
keeping the County-Court. An At of Parlia- 
ment againſt common ſenſe is void. To make 
a-man King, and not ſuffer him -to exerciſe 
Ungly Power, 1s a Contradiftion. Some clau- 
ſes formerly in A#s of Parliament, were flat- 
tering Clauſes to farisfic the people, and _ 
CC 
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let them have the thing. Should this of the 
Expedient be an A, "tis nonſenſe, and may 
be ſaid hereafter, the Houſe of Commons 
were outwitted. I owe the Date obedience if 
he be King : but if he be King, and have no 

ower to govern, he is the King and no King. 
F have urged this to ſhew, that this is no Ex- 
pedient, it blears only peoples Eyes, and is no 
folid ſecurity. To fay the Duke values his E- 
ſtate, which he may forfeit, &c. He loves a 
Crown too very well, therefore you are not 
to arm your {elf in point of Conſcience, but 
in point of Reaſon. The laſt Parliament Idid 
ſee, by the management of the! Papis and 
the Miniſters, that without ths Bill of Exclu- 
fon, our ruine is irrefiſtible. If the Dukes come 
to the Crown; he brings with his Religion 
Merum Imperium, ind that made me fond of 
the Bill ; bur if by Law the Duke never was 
King, there is no Caſe of Conſcience lies up- 
on us in his Exc!sfion. I will only'make chis 
Obſervation of the King's Speech, in relation 
to this Queſtion— And if it be prafticable, the 
ridding of our ſelves quite of that Party, &c. and 
not to lay ſo much weight upon one Expedient, as , 
to determine all others are ineffettual.

Court, to ſerve a preſent purpoſe. — a 

Sir W.F. In a Matter fo plain, and which 
concerns the very Being of Parl:aments, I am 
unwilling to make unneceſlary doubts. IF att 
Action be brought in the lower Courts, it does 
not hinder that Action being brought in Weft- 
winſter-ball, if no Judgment upon it ; and it 
holds the like in this Caſe. Indi#ments were 
brought againſt the Lords in the Tower at Com» 
mon-Law,'and yet was no impediment to their 
Impeachment in the Lords Houſe ; but here is no 
Indittment or Proſecution broughtagainſt Firzbar- 
rw. We have an Inſtance freſh in memory : 
The Lord Chiet-Juſtice Scroggr,” a Commoner, 
and not Indicted at Common-Eaw, yet the Lords 
without any ſcruple accepted” his Impeachment, 
ſo that we need not ſpend our time to ſearch 
Preſidents: Perhaps the Lords Fournals were 
not made up ; but cur Members have taken 
Notes out of the Minwte-Book—by them we find 
the Lords have determined a great Point. The 
Lords Spiritual' as well as the Lords Temporal 
have 'oced it, which we own nor in chis Judi 
cature, nor I hope never ſhall; and we are de- 
nied Juſtice' by the Lords Spiritaal, who have 
no Right to yore.. This - doing a double _ 
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Of Injuſtice. And ſince the Lords have taken 
upon them to throw ont the” Impeachment of 
Fitzharrs, let us vote, That the Commons have a 
Right to Impeach in Capital Caſes ; and that the 
Lords have denied us Fuſtice, im refuſing the Im- 
peachmenr. And after you have aflerted your 
Privikeges, then draw up Reaſons for mainrain- 
ing them.

Judges Proconlngs by theic 
own. *Tis a reflection of weaknets in a man, 
who doubts in a plain matter,, and if no man 
doubts our Right, pray vote-it ſo. Y 
Sir R, H. 1 am glad we are-off from tho; 
great thing yeſterday, F cannot believe, buc 
that the Lords ny; 6 Ian enough to have 
cauſe for what they-do, and in' this Cauſe of 
Fitzharris's Impeachment. In this matter, Pre» 
ſidents you need not ſearch. This of Fitzbar- 
rw ſeems to me to be a more dangerous 
breath than uſual, a breath fit to be ſtifled ;

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And our As HAV. and H, underſtood 6 
well the di power they had in uſing their 
private Imherirancesand thoſe of tht Crown, that 
they took tare," by Authority'of Parliarherit, to 
ſeparate the Dyrchy 'of Lencafter from the Crown, 
and to 2keep the deſcent of it diftint, Bur our 
preſent Courtiers afe- quite of another Opinion, 
who ſpeak of the Revenue of the Crown as if it 
were « private Patrimony, and defign'd only for 
Domeſtick Uſes, and for the Pleaftires of the 
- The Revenues of the Crown of Enylend are i 
their own nature appropriated ro Publick Service, 
and therefore cannot without injuſtice be Diverted 
or Anticipated:' ' For either the Publick Revenue 
is ſufficient to anfwet the neceſſary Occaſions of 
the Government, rrp colour for 
cackclparions;cor ale by an extificiditary Accident 
the King is reduced to want an 'extraotdinary 
ſupply, and then he ought to reſort to his Parlia- 
ment. | Thus wiſely did our Anceſtors ide, 
that the King and his People ſhould have f 
need of one another, -and by having frequent op- 
portunities of "mutually relieving (one anothers 
wants, be ſureever to preſerve'a dutiful affeCtion 
in the Subjet, and a fatherly renderneſs in the 
Prince. When the King had' occaſion for the 
Liberality of his People, he would be well inclin'd 
to hear _ _ Opt and when 
they wanted eaſe from Opt they would 
not fail with alacrity to ſupply the occaſions of the 
Crown. And therefote it has ever been eſteem'd 
a Crime in Counſellors who perſwaded the King 

to 
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to Anticipate his Revenue, and.a Crime . in thoſe 
who furniſht Money upon ſuch Anticipations:in 
an Extraordinary way, however extraordinary the 
Occaſion might be- For this cauſe it was that the 
Parliamentin the 235th. of H. VIII. did not. on- 
ly diſcharge all thoſe Debrs which the King had 
Contracted, but enacted that rhofe Lenders who . 
had been before paid again by the King, ſhould 
refund all thoſe Sums into the Exchequer, as _ 
Judging it a reaſonable puniſhment, ro make them 
forkei the Money they lent, ſince they. had gone 
about to_ introduce {ſo Dangerous a Prece- 
dent. 

The true way to put the King out . of a poſ 
ſibility of ſupporting the Government, 1s to let him 
waſte in one Year that Money, which' ought to 
bear the Charge of the Government for ſeven. 
This is the direct method to deſtroy the Credit of 
the Crown, both Abroad and at Home. It the King 
reſolve never to pay the Money which he bor- 
rows, What Faith will be given to Royal Promi- 
ſes, and the Honour .of the Nation will ſuffer in 
that of the Prince,” and it it muſt be put upon 
the People to repay it, this would be a way to 
impoſe a neceſſity of giving Taxes without end, 
whether they would or no. And therefore (as, 
Mercenary as they were) the Penſioners would 
never diſcharge the Revenue of the Anticipations 
to the Bankers. Now the Commons having the 
inconvenience of this before their Eyes in fo freſh 
any inſtance, and having their Ears fill'd with the : 
daily cries of ſo many Widows and Orphans ; 
were obliged in duty to give a Publick Caution 
Ee to 


(is 


to the people, that they ſhould not run again into 
the ſame crror. Not only becauſe they Judged all 
Securities of that kind abſolutely void, but be- 
cauſe they knew no future Parliament could with- 
out breach of Truſt repay that Money which was 
at firſt borrowed only to prevent the Sitting of a 
Parliament, and which could never be paid with- 
out Countenancing a Method fo deſtruftive to 
our Conſtirution. Nor have former Parliaments 
been leſs careful and nice, in giving the leaſt al- 
lowance to any unuſual ways of taking up Money, 
without Common Conſent, having fo very often 
declar'd that the King cannot fupply his moſt pref- 

ſing Neceſſities, either by Loans 
I R 2. cap.2., or by the Benevolence of his 

Subjects, which by the expreſs 
words of the Statute are damned and anulled for 
ever: But the Houſe of Commons were fo Cau- 
tious of giving any juſt occalion of Cavil, that 
they reftrain'd their Votes ' much more than 
they needed to have done: For they extended 
them only to three Branches of the Reve- 
nue, all which were by ſeveral As of Parlia- 
ment given to his preſent Majeſty. And furely 
every one will agree, that when the King receives 
a Gift from his People, he takes it under ſuch 
conditions, and ought to imploy it in ſuch a man- 
ner, and for fach purpoſes as they direct. We 
muſt therefore wal the ſeveral Acts by which 
thoſe Branches were fetled ; if we would Judge 
rightly whether the Commons had not particular 
reaſons for what they did, The Statute 1 2. Ca2. 
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e, 4. ſays, That the Commons 
repoſing Truſt in bis Majeſty, for 17. Car. 2.6. 4- 
Guarding the Seas againſt all Per- confirmd. 21 
ſons intending the diſturbance of Car. c. 7. 

Trade, and the Invading of the 

Realm, to that intent do give him: the Tonnage and 
Poundage, &c. This is as dire an Appropriati- 
on as Words can make, and therefore as it is ma» 
nifeſt wrong to the Subject, to divert any part of 
this Branch to other uſes ; So for the King to 
Anticipate it, is plainly to diſable himſelf to pers 
furm the Truſt repeſed in Him. And the late Long 
Parliamerit, thought this matter fo clear, that a» 
bout two Years before their Diſſolution, they paſ- 
ſed a Vote with Relation to the 

Cuſtoms, in almoſt the fame 1% Car. 2; 
Words. The Parliament which .. c. 2.3. av. 

pave the Exciſe, were ſo far 

rom thinking, that the King had power to 
Charge or Diſpoſe of ir as his own, that by a 
ſpecial Clauſe in the Act, whereby they give it, 
they were careful to Dapawer him to diſpoſe of it, 
or any part of it by way of Farm, and.to Enadt that 
ſuch Cantratts ſhall be effefual inn Law, ſo as they 
be not for a longer time than three 

Tears. The At, whereby the 23 © 14. Car, 
Hearth-money was given, de- c. 10. 

clares, that it was done to the 

end, that the Publick, Revenue might be proportioned to 
the Publick Charge, and. "tis impoſſible rhat ſhould 
ever be, whillt it is liable tro be Pre-ingag'd and 
Anticipated. And the Parliament were 1o care» 
ful to. preſerve this Tax always clear and un- 
.E EC 2 charg d, 
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charg'd, that they made it penal for any 01e (6 
much as zo accept of any Penfion br Grant for years, 
or any other Eſtate, or any ſum of Money out of the Re- 
venue ariſing by vertue of that Att , from the King, 
His Heirs or Succeſſors. Surely if the Penners of this 
Declaration had not been altogether ignorant of 
our own Laws, and of the Pdicy of all other 
Countries and Ages they wouid never have Print- 
ed thoſe Votes, in hopes thereby to have expoſed 
the Commons to the World, 'Fhey would not 
have had the face to ſay, that thereby the King 
was Expoſed to Danyer, deprived of a poſſibility of ſup- 
porting the Government, and reduc'd to a more hepleſs 
conditzon than the meaneſt of his Subjets. This we 
are ſure of, that if the inviolable obſerving of 
theſe Statutes, will reduce His Majeſty to a more 
helpleſs Condition, than the 'meaneſt of His Sub- 
jets, he will ſtill be left in a better condition 
than the Richeſt and Greateſt ' of his Anceſtors, 
none of which were ever Maſters of ſuch a Re- 
venue. | 

The Houſe cf Commons are in the next place 
accuſed of a very high Crime,-the aſſuming to 
themſelves a power of ſuſpending Ads of Parlia- 
ment, becauſe they declared that it was their O- 
pinion, That the proſecution of Preteftant Diſſenters up- 
on the penal Laws, is at this time grievous to the Sub- 
jet, a weakning oþ the Proteſtant Intereſt, an imcou- 
7agement to Popery, and dangerous to the Peace of the 
Kingdom. The Miniſters remembered that not 
many years ago, the whole Nation was. juſtly 
Alarm'd upon the afluming an Arbitrary power 
of ſuſpending penal Laws, and therefore they 
thoughs 
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thought it would be very popular, to accuſe the 
Commons of ſuch an Attempt. But how they 
could poſſibly miſinterpret a Vote at that. Rate, 
how they could fay the Commans pretended to a 
power of repealing Laws, when they only de- 
clare their Opinion of the inconveniency of them, 
will never be underſtood till the Authors of this are 
pleaſed to ſhew their Cauſes and Reaſons for it in a 
ſecond Declaration. Every impartial Man will own, 
that the Commons had reaſon for this opinion of 
theirs. 'They had with great anxiety oblerved that 
the preſent deſign of the Papiſts was not againſt 
any one ſort of: Proteſtants, but univerſal, and for 
extirpating the Reformed Religion. They ſaw 
what advantages theſe Enemies made of our Di- 
viſions, and how cunningly they diverted us from 
perſecuting them, by —__ our jealouſies of 
one another, "They ſaw the ſtrength and near- 
neſs of the King of France, and Judged of his in- 
clinations by his uſage of his own Proteſtart Sub- 
jets. They conſidered the number, and the 
Bloody Principles of the Ir;/b, and what Confpira- 
cies were form'd there, and even Ripe for Exe- 
cution ; and that Scorland was already delivered in- 
to the hands of a Prince, the known head of the 
Papiſts in, theſe Kingdoms, and the occaſion of all 
their Plots and Infolencies, 9s more than one Par- 
lament had declared. "They could not but take 
notice into what hands the moſt cun{iderable 
Truſts both Civil and Military where put,and not- 
withſtanding all Adrefles, and ail Proclamations 
for a ſtrict Execution, of the Penal Laws againſt 
Papiſts, yet their Fa8tion fo tar prevailed that 
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they wereeluded, and only the diflenting Prote- 
ſtants ſmarted under the edge of them. In the 
midſt of fuch circumſtances was there not cauſe 
to think an Union of all Proteſtants neceſſary, 
and could they have any juſt ground to believe 
that the Diſſenters, whilſt they lay under the 
preſſures of ſevere Laws, ſhould with ſuch Ala- 
crity and Courage as was requilite, undertake the 
defence of a-Countrey where they were fo ill 
treated ? Along and fad CT had ſhewed, 
how vain the endeavours of former Parliaments 
had been to force us to be all of one Opinion, 
and therefore the Houſe of Commons reſolved to 
take a ſure way to make us of one AﬀeCtion. 
They knew that ſome buſie Men would be tri. 
king whilſt there were weapons at Hand, and 
therefore to make us live at Peace, they meant 
totake away all occaſions of provoking or being 
provoked. In order to a general Repeal of theſe 
Laws, they firſt came to a Vote declaring the ne- 
ceſfity of it, to which there was not ane Nega- 
tive in the Houſe: A Vote of this nature does for 
the moſt part precede the bringing in of a Bill, 
for the Repeal of any General Law. And it had 
been a great preſumption in a particular Mem - 
ber to have asked leave, to have brought mn a 
Bill for Repealing ſo many Laws together, till 
the Houſe had firſt declared that in their opinion 
they were Grievous and mconvenient. No Engliſh- 
man could be fo ignorant of our Laws, none 
but a Frenchman could have cenhdence to declaim 
againſt a proceeding ſo regular and Parlimentary 
2sthis, Where was the diſregard to the Laws Eſfta- 
bliſhed 
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bliſked, for the Commons to attempt the abroga” 
ting of a Law that is Grievous to the Subjef, and 
dangerous to the Peace of the Kingdom ? b it a ſuſpend» 
ing As of Par-liament, if they dedare a Law to 
be Grievous and dangerous in their Opinion, before 
they ſet about the Repeal of it? And is there, 
any ground to doubt but that a Bill would have 
paſs'd that Houſe, purſuant to this Vote, had it 
not been prevented by a Diflolution ? Nor was 
there the leaſt dire&tion or lignification to zbe 
Fudges, which might give any occalion for the 
RefleQion which follows in the Declaration. 'The 
due and impartial Execution of the Laws is the 
unqueſtionable Duty of the Judges, and we hope 
they will always remember that duty ſo well, as 
not to necefſirate a Houſe of Commons to do theirs, 
by calling them to Account for making private 
Inſtruftions the rule of their Judgments, and 
acting as men who have more regard to their 
Places than their Oaths. *T'is too well known 
who itis that ſolicites and manages in favour of 
Judges, when a Houſe of Commons does demand 
Juſtice againſt them, for breaking their Oaths ; 
And therefore the Publiſhers of this Declaration 
had faid ſomething well, if when they tell us the 
Judges ought not 19 break their Oaths in Reve- 
rence to the Votes of either Houſe , they had been 
| to add, not in reſpe&t of any Command 
rom the King or Favourites. "Then we ſhould 
have no more Letters from Secretaries of State 
to Judges fitting upon the Bench. Then we 
ſhould have no more Proclamations like that of 
the 14th OF 1662. Forbidding the Execution 0 
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the Laws concerning High-ways. Nor that of 
the roth of May 1672. Diſpenſing with divers 
clauſes in the Ads of Parliament for in- 
creaſeof Shipping ; nor any more Declarations 
like that of the 15th of March 1672. Sufſ- 
pending the Penal Laws in matters Eccleliaſti- 
cal. 


But the Judges are ſivorn to execute all Laws, 
yet there is no obligation upon any man to in- 
form againſt another. And therefore though the 
Miniſters prevented the Repeal of thoſe Laws, 
tis to be hoped that this Vote will reſtrain 
every Engliſh man from proſecuting Proteſtants, 
when fo wiſe and great a body-have declared the 
pernicious effefts of ſuch a proſecution. *Tis 
moſt true that in Eng/and no Law is abrogated by 
deſuetude, but it is no leſs true that there are many 
Laws ſtill - unrepealed which are never Executed, 
nor can be withour publick detriment. The Judges 
know of many ſuch dormant Laws, and yet they 
do not quicken the People to put them in Execue 
cution, nor think themſelves Guilty of Perjury 
that they do not, ſuch are the Laws for wearing 
Caps, for keeping Lent, thoſe concerning Bows 
and Arrows, about killing Calves, and Lambs, 
and many others. And thoſe who vex men by 
information on ſuch antiquated Laws, have been 
ever looktupon as Infamous, and Diſturbers of the 
publick quiet. Hence it is that there are no 
Names remembred with greater deteſtation than 
thoſe of Empſon and Dudley, the whole Kingdom 
abhorred them as Monſters in the time of H. VII. 
and they were puniſhed as T raitors in the Reign 
of his Son, The 
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'The alteration of the Circumſtances where: 
upon a Law was made, or if it be againſt. the 
Genius of the People, or have effe&ts contrary 
to the Intent of the Makers, will foon cauſe any 
Law to be diſuſed, and after a lirtle diſuſe, the 
reviving of it will be thought Oppretſhon. Eſpes 
cially it Experience has ſhewn that by the Non= 
Execution, the Quiet, the Safety and "Trade of 
the Nation have been promoted ; of all which, 
the Commons, who are ſent from every part of 
the Kingdom, are able to make the cleareſt 
Judgment. "Therefore, after they have declared 
their Opinions of the Inconvenience of reviving 
the Execution of theſe Laws, which have lain a- 
ſleep for divers years, though the Judges muſt 
proceed , if any forward Informers ſhould 
give them the trouble, yer rhey would nor a& 
wiſely or honeſtly, if they ſhould encourage In- 
formers, or quicken Juries by ſtrict and ſevere 
Charges. Elpecially if it be conlidered that the 
Lords allo were preparing Bilis in favour of Dif- 
ſenters, and that the King has wiſhed often it 
was in his power to cale them. So that though 
there be no Act of Repeal formerly paſſed, we 
have the Conſent and Delire of all, who haye 
any ſhare in making Acts. But let this Vote 
have what Conſequence it will, yet ſure the Mi- 
niſters had forgot that the Black Rod was at the 
Door of the Houſe, to require them to attend 
His Majeſty at the very time when it was made, 
otherwiſe they would not have numbred it a- 
mongſt the Cauſes, which occaſioned the King to 
part with that Parliament. And thoſe that knew 
. , his 
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his Majeſty was putting on his Robes before that 
Vote paſſed, might imagine a Diflolution thus 
foreſeen, might occaſion it, but cannot be 
brought to believe, that the Vote which was not 
it being, could occaſion the Diſſolution. Theſe 
are the Proceedings which the Miniſters judge un- 
errantable in the Parliament at Weſtminſter, and 
for which they prevail with his Majeſty pert 
with it. But ſince it is evident upon Examination, 
that the Principles of our irution, the Me- 
thod of Parliaments, and the Precedents of every 
Age, were their Guide and Warrant in all thoſe 
things ; ſurely the King truſt needs be alike of- 
fended with the Men about him, for perſwading 
him to diflolve that Parliament without any 
Cauſe ; and for ſetting forth in his Name a De- 
claration of ſuch pretended Cauſe as every man 
almoſt ſees through, and contrived only to cover 
thoſe Reaſons which they durſt not own. - Bur 
with what face can they obje&t to the Houſe of 
Commons their flrange illegal Vores, declaring di- 
vers eminent Perſons to be Enemies to the King and 
Kingdom, when at the ſame time they arrogate to 
themfelves an unheard of Authority, to arraign 
one of the three Eſtates in the Face of the 
World, for uſurping Power over the Laws, Impriſon- 
ing their Fellow Subjefts Arbittaril, expoſing the 
Kingdom to the greateſt Dangers, ahd endeavouring to 
deprive the King of all poſſibility of ſupporting the 
Government, and all this withour - | order or 
ſs of Law, without heating of their De- 

ce, and as much without any Reafon as Preſt- 
dent. We have had Miniſters heretofore fo boid 
(yer 
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(yet ever with ill Succeſs) as to accuſe a-pretended 
FaCctious Party in the Houſe, but never did any 
go ſo high as openly to repreſent the whole 
Houſe of Commons as a Faction, much leſs to 
cauſe them to be denounced in all the Churches of 
the Kingdom, that ſo the People might look upon 
it as a kind of Excommunication. But if they 
erred in the things they judged rightly in the 
Choice of the Perſons who were to publiſh ir. 
Blind Obedience was requiſite, where fach un- 
juſtifiable things were impoſed, and that could be 
no where fo entire, as amongſt thoſe Clergy 
Men, whoſe - Preferment depended upon it. 
Therefore it was ordered that this Declaration 
ſhould be read by them, being pretty well aflur- 
ed that they would not unwillingly read in the 
Desk, a Paper fo ſuitable to the Doctrine 
which. ſome of them had oftea declared in the 
Pulpit. It did not become them to enquire whe- 
ther they had ſufficient Authority for what they 
did, ſince the Printer called it the Kings Decla- 
ration, and whether they might not one day be 
called to account for publiſhing it ; nor once to 
ask, it what his Majefty fingly ordered when 
he fate in Council, and came forth without the 
Stamp of the Great Seal, gave them a ſufficient 
Warrant to read it publickly. 

Clergy-men ſeldom make Reflections of this 
kind, leaſt they ſhould be thought to diſpute the 
Commands of their Superiors. It hath been ob- 
ſerved, that they who allow unto themictves the 
Liberty of Doubting, advance their Fortuaes ve- 
ry ſlowly, whillt ſuch who obey without ſeruple, 

go 
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o'of1 with a Succeſs equal to their Ambition. 
'And this carries them on without Fear or Shame, 
and as little rhought of a Parliament, as the 
Court Favorites, who took care to diffolve that 
at Oxford, before they durſt tell us the Faults of 
that at W:ftmmſter. 

We have already anſwered the Miſcarriages 
objected to the firſt, and may now take a view 
of thoſe imputed to rhe other, which they fay 
was Aſſembled as ſoon as that was Diſſolved, and 
might have added Diſſolved as ſoon as Aſſembled. 
The Miniſters having employ'd the People forty 
days.in chooſing Knights and Burgeſſes, to be 
ſent home in eight, with a Declaration after 
them, as if they had been called together only 
to be affronted. The Declaration doth not tell us 
of any gracious Exprefſions uſed at the opening 
of that Parliament, perhaps becauſe the Store 
was exhanſted by the abundance which his Ma- 
xſty was pleaſed to beſtow on them in his former 
Speeches. But we ought to believe that his Ma- 
jicſties Heart was as full of them as ever, and if 
he did not expreſs them, it is to be imputed unto 
the Miniſters, who diverted him from his own 
Inclinations, and brought him to uſe a Language 
until that day, unknown unto Parliaments. The 
Gracious Speech then made, and the Gracious 
Declaration that followed, are ſo much of a piece, 
that we may juſtly conclude the fame Perſons to 
have been Authors of both. However his Ma- 
xſty failed not to give good Advice unto them, 
who were called together to adviſe him. The 
Parliament had ſo much reſpect for their King, as 
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not particularly to complain of the great Invaſi- 
on that was made upon their Liberty of propoſ- 
ing and debating Laws, by his telling them be- 
forehand what things they ſhould -meddle with, 
and what things, no reaſons they could offer, 
ſhould perſwade him to conſent unto. 

But every Man muſt be moved to- hear it 


"charged upon them as an unpardonable Diſobedi- 


ence, that they did not. obſequioufly ſubmit to 
that irregular Command, of not touching on the 
Buſineſs of the Succeſſion. Shall two or three 
unknown Minions take upon them, like the 
Lords of the Articles of Scoeland, to preſcribe un- 
to an Engliſh Parliament what things they ſhall 
treat off ? Do they mtend to have Pafliaments #n- 
ter inſtrumenta ſervituts , as the Romans had 
Kings in our Country ? This would quickly be, 
if what was then attempted had ſucceeded, and 
ſhould be fo purſued hereafter, that Parliaments 
ſhould be dire&ted what they were to meddle 
with, and threatned it they do any other thing. 
For the loſs of Liberty of Freedom of debate in 
Parliament, will ſoon and certainly be' followed 
by a general lofs of Liberty... Without failing, 
in the reſpe& which all good Subjects owe unto 
the King, it may be ſaid that his Majeſty ought 
to diveſt himſelt of all private Inclinations, and 
force his own Aﬀections to yield unto the publick 
Concernment : And therefore his Parliaments 
ought to inform him impartially, of that which 
tends to the good of thoſe they repreſent, with- 
out regard of perſonal Paſſions, and might wor- 


thily be blamed if they did not believe, that he 
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would them all for che: ſafety of his People. 
TD in it ſelf is was lawful to wo 
Bil for excluding the Duke of Terk i the 
Crown, the doing it after ſuch an unwartantable 
theation of his Pleaſure, would not make ir 
otherwiſe. And the unuſual Stitnels which the 
King hath ſhown upon this occaſion, begins to be 
ſuſpeCed, not to proceed from any Fondaeſs to 
the Perſon of his Brother, much leſs from any 
thought of Danger to the Engliſh Monarchy by 
luch a Law, but from the Influence of ſame few 
ill Men upon his Royal Mind, who being Crea- 
tures to: the Duke, or Penlzoners to France, are 
reſtlels 49 prevent a good Underſtanding be- 
tween the King and his People; juſtly fearing, 
that f ever he comes to have a true Sence of 
their Aﬀections to him, he would deliver up to 
Juſtice theſe wicked Wretches, who have infect- 
ed him with the fatal Notion, that the Intereſts 
of = People are not only diſtin but oppolne 

to 
His Majeſty does not ſeem to doubt of . his 
Power in conjunction with his Parliament, to ex- 
clude his Brother. . He very well knows- his 
Power bath been often exerted in the time of his 
Predeceffors. But the Reaſon given for his 'Re- 
fuſal to comply with the Intereſts and Delires of 
bis Subjeds, is, becauſe it was 2 Poine which con- 
cared bim ſo near inn Honaw', Fuſtice and Conferences 
b it not Honorable for a Prince to be true and 
Faiktul ro his Word and Qath ? T's keep: and 
maintain the Religion aad Laws eſtabliſhed? 
Nay, can it be thought diſljonorable una him,

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to love the Safety and Welfare of his Peaple, 
and the true Religion eſtabliſhed among 
them, above the Temporal Glory and Graat- 
neſs of his perſonal Relations ?_ Is it nar juſt, 
in conjunftion with his Parliament, for bis 
Peoples Safety, to make uſe of a Power. war- 
ranted by our Engliſh Laws, and the Examples 
of former Ages? Or is it juſt far the Father of 
his Country, to expoſe all his Childeen to ruine, 
out of Fondneſs unto a Brother ? May it nat ra- 
ther be thought anjuſt to abandan the Religion, 
Laws and ies of his Peaple, which he is 
ſworn to maintain and defend, and expo them 
to the Ambition and Rage of qne that thinks 
himſelf bound in Conſcience ta ſubvert them? 1F 
his Majeſty is pleaſed to remember what Religion 
the Duke profeſſeth, can he think himſelf obliged 
in Conſczence, to ſuffer him to aſcend the Thrane, 
who will certainly endeavour to overthrow it, 
and fet up the, worſt of 'Superſtitions and Idole- 
try in the room of it ? Or if it be true, that all 
Obligations of Honour, Juſtice aud Conſcience, 
are comprehended in a grateful Return of fac 
Benefits as have been received, can his Majeſty 
believe that he doth duly repay unto his Proze- 
ſtant Subjxets, the Kindnes they ſhewed him, - 
when they recalled kim from a miſerable helpleks 
Baniſhment, and with muck dutiful Aﬀection, 
placed bim in the Throne, calarged his Reve- 
ne above what any of his Predeceſiors had en- 
joyed, and gave him vaſter Sums of Money in 
twenty years, than had been beſtowed upon all 
the Kings ſince Witiew the Firk ; ſhould be at 
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tef all this deliver them up to be ruin'd by his Bro- 
ther ? It cannot be faid that he had therein more 
regard unto: the Governmem: , than. to. the per- 
ſon, ſeeing it is evident the Bill of | Excluſiondhad 
no ways prejudiced the legal Monarchy , which 
his Majeſty doth now enjoy with all the Rights 
and Powers which his wiſe and brave Boo 
did everclaim , becauſe many Acts of the like na- 
ture have paſſed heretofore upon leſs neceflary oc- 
caſjons. | 

The preſervation of every Government de- 
pends upon an exaQt adherence unto it's Principles, 
and the effential Principle of the Engliſh Monavchy , 
being that well proportioned Diſtribution of Pow- 
ers , whereby the Law doth at once ptovide for 
the Greatneſs of the King, and the Safety of the 
People ; the Government can ſubſiſt no longer , 
than whilſt the Monarchenjoying the Power which! 


the Law doth give him, is enabled to perform the 


part it allows unto him and the People are duly 
protected in their Rights and Liberties. For this 
reaſon our Anceſtors have been'always more care- 
ful to preſerve' the Government inviolable , than 
to favour any perſonal pretences, and have there- 
in conformed themſelves to the praftice of all o- 
ther Nations, whoſe Examples deſerve to be fol- 
lowed. Nay we know of none fo {laviſhly ad- 
dicted unto any Perſon or Family, as for any 
reaſon whatſoever, to admit'of a Prince who 0- 
penly profeſſed a Religion contrary to that which 
was eſtabliſhed amongſt them, Ir were ealie to 
alledge multitude of Examples of thoſe who have 
rexcted Princes for reaſons of far lefs weight than 
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difference in Religion, & Robert of Normandy, 
Charles of Lorrain, Alphonſo a Deſheradado of Spain 3 
but thoſe of a latter Date, againſt whom there 
was no other Exception than for their Religion, 
ſuiterh better with our Occaſion. Among whom, 
it is needleſs to name Henry of Bourbon, who, 
though accompliſhed in all the Vertues required 
in a Prince, was by the general Aſſembly of the 
Eſtate at Blojs, declared uncapable of Succeſſion 
to the Crown of France, for being a Proteſtant. 
And notwithſtanding his Valor, Induſtry, Repu- 
tation and Power increaſed by gaining four great 
Battels, yet he could never be admitied King, till 
he had renounced the Religion that was his Ob- 
ſtacle. And Sigmund, Son of Fohn of Sweden, 
King of that Country by Inheritance, and of Po- 
land by EleCtion, was deprived of his Hereditary 
Crown, and his Children diſinherited, only for 
being a Papiſt, and afting conformably to the 
Principles of that Religion, though in all other 
reſpect he deſerved to be a King, and was moſt 
acceptable unto th& Nation. 

But if ever this Maxim deſerved to be conſi- 
dered, ſurely it was in the Caſe of the Duke of 
York, The Violence of his natural Temper is 
ſufhiciently known ; his Vehemence in exalting 
the Prerogative (in his Brothers time) beyond 
its due bounds and the principles of his Religion, 
which carry him to all imaginable Excefles of Cru- 
elty, have convinced all mankind that he mult be 
excluded, or the Name of King being lefx, unto 
him, the Power put into the Hands of atiorher. 
Fhe Parliantent therefore conſidering this, and

obſerving the precedents of former Ages, did 
wiſely chooſe rather to exclude him, than to leave 
him the Name, and place the Power in a Regent. 
For they could not but look upon it as Folly, to 
expect that one of his Temper, bred up in ſuch 
principles in politicks, 2s made him in love with 
Arbitrary Power, and bigorted in that Religon, 
which always propagates it ſelf by Blood, would 
patiently bear thele Shackles, which would be 
very dilguſtful unto a Prince of the moſt meek 
Diſpoſition. And would he not thereby have 
been provoked to the utmoſt Fury and Revcnge, 
againſt thoſe who laid them upon him ? This 
would certainly have bred a Conteſt, and theſe 
L imitatjons of power propoſed to keep up the 
Government, muſt unavoidably have deltroyed it, 
or the Nation (which Necefſiry would have for- 
ced into a War in its own natural Defence) muſt 
have periſhed either by it or with it. The Suc- 
ceſs of ſuch Controverſies are in the Hand of 
God, but they are undertaken upon roo unequal 
Terms, when the People by Victory can gainno 
more, than what without hazard may be done 
by Law, and would be ruined if it ſhould fall 
out otherwiſe, The Duke with Papiſts might 
then make ſuch a Peace, as the Romans are faid 
to have made once in our defolated Country, by 
the Slaughter of all the Inhabirants 

Tacit. able to make War, & ubi ſolitud;» 
nem faciunt, pacem appellant. This 

is the happy. Stare they preſent unto us, who 
condemn the Parliament for bringing in a Bill of 
Excluſion. This is the way to have ſuch a Peace 
AS 
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as the Spattiards, for the propagation of the Go- 
ſpel, made in the MHl-Indies, at the Inſtigation 
of the Jeſuits, who governed their Councels. 
And ſeeing they have the Duke no lefs under 
their power and DireCtions, we may ealily be- 
lieve they would pur him upon the ſame Me- 
thods. Burt as it is not to be imagined, that any 
Nation that hath Vertue, Courage and Strength 
equal unto the Eng/iſh, will fo ramely expect 
their Ruine, ſo the pathing a Bill ro exclude him 
may avoid, but cannot [as the Declaration phraſes 
it) eſtabliſh a War. But if there muſt be a 
War, let it be uiwder the Authority of Law, let 
it be againlt x baniſhed excluded Pretender. 
There is no fear of the Conſequence of ſuch a 
War. No true Engliſh Man can joyn with 
him, or countenance his Uſurpation after this A& 3 
and for his popiſh and forraign Adberents, they 
will neither be more provoked, nor more power- 
ful by the paffing of it. Nor will his Excluſion 
make it at all neceſſary to maintain 4a ſtanding Force, 
for preſerong the Government, and the Peace of the 
Kingdom. 'The whole People will "be ' an Army 
for that purpoſe, and every Heart and Hand 
will be prepared to maintain that ſo neceſfary, fo 
much defired Law, A Law, for which three 
Parliaments have been fo earneſt with his Maje- 
ſty, not only in purſuance of their own Judg- 
ments, but by the Direction of thoſe-thar ſent 
them. Ir was the univerſal Opinion of ' the Pa- 
pilts, that Mary Queen of Scots, was excluded on- 
ly by an, Att of Parliament, and yet we lee 
Queen El;zaberh Reigned glorioully and peaces- 
Ft 2 bly

bly forty years, without any ſtanding force. 
But our Mmiſters do but &flemble with us, when 
they pretend to be ſo much afraid of a ſtanding 
Army. We know how eagerly they have de- 


fired, and how often they attempted to eſtabliſh. 


one. We have ſeen two Armies raiſed with no 
other deſign, as has been {mce undeniably proved, 
and one > thoſe they were fo loath to part with, 
that more than one AA of Parliament was necef- 
ſary to get it disbanded. And (ince that, they 
have increaſed the Guards to ſuch a degree, that 
they are become a formidable ſtanding force. 
A =_ ſo odious to a free People, that the raiſing 
one {ſingle Regiment in Spain, within theſe ſox 
years, under colour of being a guard for the 
Kings Perſon, fo inflamed the Nation, that a Re- 
bellion had euſued, if they had net been dis- 
banded ſpeedily. "The Nobility and Gentry of 
'that Kingdom, looking upon themſelves as 
their Kings natural Guard, ſcorned that ſo hono- 
rable a Name ſhould be given ro Mercena- 
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gainſt the expedient propofed, to fecure our 
peace by excluding the Duke, fo it is evident 
that nothing was intended by thoſe other ways, 
which were darkly and dubioufly intimated in 
His Majeſties Speech unto the Parliament at 
Oxford, and repeated in the Declaration ; and 
His Majeſty in his Wiſdom could not but know 
that they ſignified nothing. And thoſe who ſpake 
more plainly in propoling a Regency as an expe- 
dient, did in publick and private declare, they 

belicved 


But as his Majeſty was perſwadcd to reſolve a- - | 
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believed the Duke would not conſent unto it, 
nor unto any unuſual reſtriction of the Royal 
Power. So that they could have no other dz- 
ſign therein, than a plaukble pretence to delude 
the Parliament and People. Some ſuch conſide- 
ration induced them to revive the diſtinftion be- 
tween the Kings perſonal and politick capacity,by 
ſeparating the power from the Perſon, which we 
have reaſon to believe they eſteemed unfeafable. 
However it is mure than probable that the Fe- 
ſuites, Caſaiſts, and Popiſh Lawyers would re- 
je& it, as well as any thing elſe that mighr 
preſerve us from falling under his Power. And 
the Pope who could abſolve King Fobn, Henry the 
Third and others, from the Oaths they had 
taken, to preſerve the Rights and Liberties of 
their SubjeAs, might with the ſame facility diſ- 
ſolve any that the Duke ſhould rake. And as 
our Hiſtories teſtihe what bloody Wars were 
thereby brovght upon the Nation , we have 
reaſon to believe, that if the like ſhould again 
happen, it would be more fatal unto us, when 
Religion is concerned which was not then in 
yore Would not his Confeſſor ſoon convince 
him, that all Laws made in favour of Here- 
fie are void ? And would he not be liable to the 
heavieſt Curſes, if he ſuffered his power to be 
uſed againſt his Religion ? The little regard he 
hath to Laws whilſt a Subject, is enough to 
inſtruct us what reſpe&t he would bear to them, 
if he ſhould be a King. Shall we therefore ſuf- 
fer the Royal Dignity to deſcend on him, who 
bath made uſe of all the Power, he has been 
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entruſted with hitherto, for our deſtruction ? And: 
who ſhall execute this great "Truſt ? "The next 
Heir may be an Infant, or one willing to ſurren- 
der it into his hands. But ſhould it be otherwiſe, 
yer (till there is no hope of having any fruit of 
this expedient without a War, and to be obliged 
to ſwear Allegiance to a Popiſh Prince, to own 
his Title, to acknowledge him Supream Head of 
the Church, and defender of the Faith, ſcems 
a very ſtrange way ot Entitling our ſelves ta 
fight with him. 

The two. reaſons which tae Declaration pre- 
tends to give againſt the Exclaſon, are certainly 
of more force againſt the Expedient, A ftend- 
ins Force would have been abſolutely neceſſary, to 
have placed and kept the Adminiſtration mm 
Proteſtant hands ;, ana the Monarchy it ſelf had been 
deſtroyed by « Law, which was to have taken all 
fort of Power from the King, and made him not 
ſo much as a Duke of Venice. How abſurdly 
and incoherently do rheſe Men diſcourſe 2 ſome- 
time the Government is ſo Divine a thing, that 
no human Law can leflen or take away his Right, 
who only pretends in Succeſhon, and is at preſent 
but a Subject. Burt at other times they tell us of 
Acts of Parliament to baniſh him out of his own 
Dominions, to deprive him of all power, of his 
whole Kingſhip after he ſhall be in poſſeffion of 
the Throne. "The cheat of this expedient ap- 
peared fo groſs in the Houſe of Commons, that 
one of the Dukes profeſſed Vaſlals, who had a 
little more Henour than the reſt, was aſham'd 
of it, and openly renounced the projet which 
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they had been forming ſo long, and thought 
they had ſo Arrtificially diſguiſed. But though 
it was ſo well expoſed in the Houſe, yer the 
Miniſters thought the men without doors might 
be ſtill deceived, and therefore they do not bluſh 
to value themſelves again upon it in their Decla- 
ration 

As for the infinuation which follows, that 
there was reaſon to believe that the Parliament 
would have paſſed further to attempt other great and 
important Changes at preſent. If it be meant any 
change of the Con'titution of th? Government, 
'tis a malicious ſuggeſtion of thoſe Men, who 
a'e ever inſtilling into his Majeſties Mind il! 
thoughts of his Phrtiomant » fince no Vote nor 
Propotition in either Houſe could give any 
ground for ſuch ſuſpicion, and therefore in this 
matter the People may juſtly accuſe the Court , 
(who fo often cry'ourt againſt them for ir) of be- 
ing mov*d by caufeleſs Fears and Jealouſies. And 
for His Majeſty go be perſwaded to *Arraign the 
whole Body of his People, upon the'iill grounded 
ſurmiſes, or malicious and falfe ſuggeftions of evil 
and corrupt men about him, doth neither well 
become the Juſtice of a Prince, nor is agreeable 
to the meaſures of Wiſdom, which * he ſhould 
Govern himſelf, as well as Rule his People by. 
And if an attendance to the {landerous' accuſations 
of - Perſons, who hate Parliaments, becauſe their 
Crimes are ſuch that they have reaſon to fear 
them, govern ahd ſway his Royal-Mind, there 
can never watit grounds for the Diffolution of 
any Parliaments, But if they mean by attemipe- 
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ing great and important Changer, that they 
would have befought His Majeſty , that the 
Duke might no longer have the Government in 
his hands,that his dependents ſhould no longer pre- 
fide in his Councils, no longer poſleb all the 
great Truſts and Offices in the Kingdom, that 
our Ports, our Garriſons, and our Fleets ſhould 
be no longer governed by ſuch as are at his De- 
yotion, that Charafters of Honour and Favour 
ſhould be no longer plac'd on Men, that the 
Wiſdom of the Nation hath judged to be Fa- 
vourers of Popery, or Penſioners of France. 
Theſe were indeed great and important Changes , 
but ſuch as it becomes Engliſh-men to believe 
were deligned by that Parliament. Such as will 
be deligned and preſt for by every Parliament 
and ſuch as the People will ever pray, may at 
laſt find ſucceſs with the King. Without theſe 
Charges, the Bill of Excluſion would only pro- 
voke, not diſarm our Enemies, nay the very 
Money which we muſt have paid for it, would 
have been made uſe of to ſecure and haſten the 
Dukes return upon us. 

We are now come to the conſideration of that 
only fault which was peculiar to the Parliament 
at Oxford, and that was their behaviour in Re- 
lation to the buſineſs of Firz- Harrs. The De» 
claration ſays, be was impeached of High-Treaſon by 
the Commons, and they had cauſe to think his 
Treafons to be of ſuch an extraordinary Nature, 
that they well deſerved an Examination mn 
Parliament. For Fitz Harris a known Inſb 
Papiſt appear'd by the Informations given in the 
Houſe, to be made uſe of by ſome very great 
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perſons to ſet up & counterfeit Proteſtant Con- 
ſpiracy, and thereby not only to drown the noiſe 
of the Popiſh Plot, bur to take off the Heads of 
the moſt eminent of thoſe, who {ll refuſed ro 
bow their Knees to Baal, There had been divers 
ſuch honeſt Contrivances before, which had un- 
luckily fail'd, bur the principal Contrivers avoided 
the Diſcovery, as the others did the puniſhment z 
in what manner, and by what helps, the whole 
Nation is now pretty ſenlible. Being warned by 
this experience they grew more cautious than e- 
ver; and therefore that the Treaſon which they 
were to ſet on Foot, might look as unlike a Po- 
piſh Deſign as was poſhble, they fram'd a Libel 
full of the moſt bitter Inve&ives againſt P, 

and the Duke of York, it carried as much ſeem- 
ing zeal for the Proteſtant Religion, as Coleman's De» 
claration, and as much care and concern for our 


Laws, as the Penners of this Declaration would 


ſeem to have. But it was alfo filled with rhe moſt 
ſubtile inſfinuations, and the ſharpeſt expreſſions 
againſt His Majeſty that could be invented, and 
with dire& and paſſionate Incitements to Rebel- 
lion. "This Paper was to be conveyed by unknown 
Meſlengers, to their hands who were to be be- 
tray'd, and then they were to be ſeized upon, and 
thoſe Libels found about them, were to be a con- 
firmation of the Truth of a Rebellion, which 
they had provided Witneſſes to ſwear was de- 
hgned by the Proteſtants, and had before prepa- 
red men to believe by private Whiſpers. And 
the credit of this Plot ſhould no doubt have been 
ſoon confirmed, by ſpecdy Juſtice done upon the 
; pretended 
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pretended Criminals. But as well laid as this 
Contrivance ſeems to be, yet it ſpoke it ſelf to be 
of a Popiſh Extraftion. "Tis a Policy the Jeſuits 
have often uſed, to divert a Storm which was 
falling upon themſelves. Accordingly heretofore 
they had prepared both Papers and Witneſſes, to 
have made the Puritans guilty of the Gunpowder 
Treaſon, had it ſucceeded as they hoped for. 
'The hainous nature of the Crime, and the 
greatneſs of the Perſons ſuppoſed to be concern'd, 
deſerved an extraordinary Examination, which a 
Jury, who were only to enquire whether Fizz 
Harri was guilty of framing that Libel, could ne- 
ver make ; and the Commons believed none but 
the Parliament was big enough to go through 
with. They took notice that the Zeal or Cou- 
rage of Interiour Courts was abated, and that the 
Judges at the 'Trial of Wakeman and Gaſcoign 
(however it came to paſs) behaved themſelves ve- 
ry unlike the fame Men they were, when others 
of the Plotters had been Tried. They had nor 
forgot another Plot of this nature diſcovered by 
Dangerfield, which though plainly proved to the 
Council, yet was quite {tifled by the great dili- 
gence of the Kings Bench, which rendred him as 
an Incompetent Witneſs. Nor did they only 
fear the pervertion of Juſtice, but the Miſapplica- 
tion of Mercy too. For they had feen that the 
Mouths of Gadbury and others, as ſoon as they be- 
gan to confeſs, were ſuddainly ſtopt by a Graci- 
ous Pardon, And they were more Jealous than 
ordinary in this cafe, becauſe when Fitz Harris was 
inclined to Repentance and had begun a Confef- 
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ſion, to the ſurprize of the whole Kingdom, 
without any viſible caufe, he was taken out of the 
lawful Cuſtody of the Sheriffs, and ſhut up 2 
cloſe Priſoner in the Tower. 'Fhe Commons there- 
fore had no other way to be fecure that the Proſe- 
cution ſhould be effetual, the Judgment indiffe- 
rent, and the Criminal out of all hopes of a Par- 
don (unleſs by an Ingenuous Contetfion he could 
engage both Houſes in a powerful Mediation to 
His Majeſty in his behalf } but by Impeachiog of 
him. "They were ſure no Pardon could ſtop their 
ſuit, though the King might releaſe his own Pro» 
ſecution by his Pardon. 

Hitherto the Proceedings of the Commons in 
this buſineſs could not be liable to Exception, for 
that they might lawfully Impeach any Commoner 
before the Lords, was yet never doubted. The 
Lords themſelves had agreed that point, when the 
day before they bad ſent down the Plex of Sir 
William -Scroggs to an Impeachment of Treafon, 
then depending before them. And they are men 
of ſtrange Confidence, who at this time of day 
take upon them to deny a Jurifdiction of the Lords; 
which hath been practiſed in all times without 
controul, and. fuch a Fundamental of the Goe 
vernment, that there could be no ſecurity with- 
out it ; Were it otherwiſe, it would be in the pow- 
er of the King, by making Commoners Mini- 
ſters of State, to ſubvert the Government by their 
Contrivances when, he pleaſed. Their greatneſs 
would keep them out of the reach of ordinary 
Courts of Juſtice, and their 'Treafons might nor 
perhaps be witlin the Statutes, but ſuch as fall 
| under 
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under the Cognifance of no-other Court than the 
Parliament; and if the People might not of Right 
demand Juſtice there, they might without fear of 
puniſhment, att the moſt deſtruftive Villanies a- 
gainſt the Kingdom. 

As a Remedy againſt this Evil, the Mirror of 

Fuſtice tells us, that Parliaments, were 
Cap. 1. Seft. ordained to hear and determine all 
2. Pay. 9. Complaints of wrong ful Aits, done by 

the King, Lueen, or their Children, 
«nd ſuch others, againſt whom common Right cannot 
be had elſewhere. Which as to the King, is no 
otherwiſe to be underſtood, than that if he err by 
illegal perſonal Commands or Orders, he is to 
be admoniſhed by Parliament, and addreſſed unto 
for Remedy, but all others being but Subjedts, 
are to be puniſhed by Parliaments, according to 
the Laws of Parliaments, 

If the Ends were well conſidered, for which 
Parliaments were ordained, as they are declared 
in the Statute ; Item, for maintenance of the ſaid 
Articles and Statutes, (viz. Magna Charta, &c.) a 
Parliament ſhall be holden every year, by them 

as well as by the foregoing ancient 
36.Ed.3.19. Authority, none could 1 be deceived 
Ret. Parl. 4. by the Parliament, Rel. of 4. Ed.2. 
Ed. 3.Nu. 6. Where it is mentioned as accorded 

between the King and his Grands 
(that is, his Lords) that Judgment of Death, gi- 
ven by the Peers againſt Sir Simon de Beresford, 
Matrever, and others, upon the Murther of King 
Edward the Second, and his Uncle, ſhould not be 
drawn into Example, whereby the Pecrs might 
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be charged to judge others than their Peers, cmn- 


| 4rary to the Law of the Land, if ſuch a Caſe ſhould 


happen.For whereas from this Record, ſome would 
perſwade us that the Lords are diſcharged from 
judging Commoners, and that our Ancient Go- 
vernment is alter d in this caſe by that Record, 
which they ſay is an Act of Parliament. The 
ſtile and form of it is ſo different from that which 
s uſed in Acts of Parliament, that many are in- 
clined to believe it to be no other thing, than an 
agreement between the King and the Lords. But 
to remove all future ſcruples in the caſe, let it be 
admitted to be an Act of Parliament, and it there 
be nothing accorded in it, to acquit the Lords 
from trying Commoners Impeached before them 
by the Commons in Parliament, then we hope that 
ſhame will ſtop their Mouths, who have made 
ſuch a noiſe againſt the Commons with this Re- 
cord. 

Firſt, It is evident from the Roll it, ſelf with 
other Records, that the Lords did judge thoſe 
Commoners contrary to the Law of the Land, 
that is, at the inſtance of the King, and the Pro- 
ſecution of their Enemies, without the due courſe 
of the Law ; or calling them to make their de- 
fence, and (for ought appears) without Legal 
Teſtimony. ; 

Secondly, It is evident, that they were driven 
upon this _ Proceeding, by the Power and 
Authority of the King, and ſome Proſecutors, 
who earneſtly preſſed the Lords thezeunto, upon 
__ of ſpeedily avenging the Blood of the 
ormer King and his Uncle. So that the judg- 
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ment was given at the Kings Suit, in 2 way not 
warranted by the Law and Cuſtom of Parliament, 
or any other Law of the Kingdom. Surely when 
the Lord's Blood was ſuffered vo cool, they had 
reaſon to deſire ſomething might be left upon Re- 
6ord, to preſerve them for the future from being 
put upon ſach ſhameful work, though fuch a cafe 
as the Murder of a King ſhould again happen, as 
it ſeems they did not fear to be prefſed in any 0- 
ther, ſo to violate the Laws. 

But Thirdly, There isnota word in the Record, 
that imports a reſtriction of that lawful Juriſdi- 
<tion,which our Conſtitution placeth in the Lords 
totry Commoners, when their caſes ſhould come 
before them lawfully, at the fuit of the Commons 
by Impeachment. "There is no mark of an inten- 
tion tro change any part of the ancient Govern- 
ment, but to provide againſt the violation of it, 
and that the Law might ſtand as before notwith 
ſtanding the unlawful Judgment they had lately 
given. So that the Queſtion is\till the fame, whe 
ther by the Law of the Land, that is, the Law 
and Cuſtom of Parliament, or any other Law, 
the Lords ought to try Commoners Impeached by 
the Commons in Parliament, as ifthat Record had 
never been. And we cannot think that any Man 
of ſence, will from that Record make an Argu 
ment in this point, ſince it could be no'bettet 
than to infer, that becauſe the Lords are no more 
to be preſſed-by the King, or at his Suit, to give 
Judgment againſt Commoners contrary to the 
Law of the Land, when they are not Impeached 
in Parliament, therefore they muſt giveno Judg- 
ment 
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ment againſt them at the ſuit of the Commons in 
Parliament, when they are by them Impeached, 
according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of Parlia- 
ment. Butif ſuch as delight in theſe Cavils, had 
ſearched into all the Records rela- 

ting unto that of the 4. Edward 3. Rot. Parl. 
They might have found in the 19 Ed. 3. 
19 of the fame King, a Writ M. 18. 

iflued out to ſuſpend the Executt- 

on of the Judgment againſt Matrevers, becauſe it 
had been illegally paſſed. And the chief reaſon 
therein given, is, that he had not been Impeach- 
cd, and ſuffered to make his defence Bur it 
was never ſuggeſted nor imagined, that the Lords 
who judged him, had no Juriſdiction over him 
becauſe he was a Commoner, or ought not to have 
exerciſed it, if he had been Impeached. Nor was 
it pretended, that by Magna Charta he ought to 
have been tried only by his Peers ; the Law of 
the Land therein mentioned, and rhe Laws and 
Cuſtoms of Parliaments, being better known, and 
more reverenced in thoſe days, than to give way. 
to ſuch a miſtake. They might alſo have 
tound by another Record of the 

26 of the ſame King, that by Rov. Parl. 
undoubted Act of Parliament 25 Edw. 2. 
Matrevers was pardon'd, and the M. 25. 
Judgment is therein agreed by 

the Lords and Commons to have been illegal, 
and unjuſtly paſſed by the violent Proſecution of 
his Enemies, bur it is not alledged that it was co. 
ram non judice, as if the Lords might not hav, 


Judged him, if the Proceedings betore them |, 


been 
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been legal. But as the Sence, and Proceedings of 

all Parttaments, have ever been beſt known by 

their practice, The Objeors might have found 

by all the Records ſince the 4, Edw. 3. that Com- 

moners, as well as Lords ; might be, and have 

been Impeached before Lords, and judged by 

them to Capital or other Puniſhments, as appears 

undeniable to every man that hath read our Hiſto- 

ries or Records. And verily the concurrent ſence 

and practice of Parliaments for ſo_ many Apes, 

will be admitted to be a better Interpretation of 
their own Acts, than the ſenſe that theſe Men 

have lately put upon them to encreaſe our Diſor- 
ders. But to filence the moſt malicious in this 
point, let the famous ACt of the 25 of Edw. 3. 
be conſidered, which hath ever (nce limited all 
Inferiour Courts in their Juriſdition, unto the 
Trial of fuch Treafons only as are therein parti- 
cularly ſpecified, and reſerved all other Treaſfons 
to trial and judgment of Parliament, So that if 
any ſuch be committed by Commoners, they muſt 
be fo tried, or not at all. And if the laſt ſhould 
be allowed, it will follow that the ſame Fact 
which in a Peer is Treaſon, and puniſhable with 
Death, in a Commoner is no Crime, and ſubject 
to no puniſhment. 

Nor doth Magna Charta confine all Trials to 
common Juries, bh it ordains that they ſhall be 
"Tryed by the Zudement of Peers, or by the Law of the 
Land. And will any man ſay the Law of Par- 
liament is not the Law of the Land ? Nor are 
theſe words in Magna Cherta ſuperfluous or inlig- 
nificant, for then there would be no Tryal before 
the 
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the Conſtable or Marſhal, where is no Jury at all. 
There could be no Tryal of a Peer of the 
Realm, upon an Appeal of Mur- 

der, who according to the Law, C-+. 2. Inſt. 2.9. 
ought in ſuch Caſes to be tryed 

by a conirtion Jury and not by his Peers. And 
ſince the Records of Parliaments are full of Im- 
peachment of Comnions, and no inſtance can be 
given of the rejection of any ſuch Impeachment, 
It is the Commions who have reaſon to cite Magna 
Charts upon this occaſion, which provides expreſly 
againſt the denyal of Juſtice. And indeed it looks 
like a denyal of Juſtice, when a Court that hath 
undoubted Cogniſance of a Cauſe regularly 
brought before them, ſhall refuſe to hear it. Bur 
moſt eſpecially, when ( as in this caſe ) the Pro- 
ſecutors could not be fo in any other Court, fo 
as a final ſtop was pur to their ſuit, though the 
Lords could not judicially know, whether any 
body elſe would proſecute elſe- where. 

+ This proceeding of the Lords looks the more 
odly, becauſe they reje&ted the Cauſe, before they 
knew as Judges what it was, and referred it to the 
ordinary Courſe of Law, without ſtaying to hear, 
whether it were a matter whereof an inferior 
Court could take Cognifance. "There are 'Trea« 
ſons which can only be adjudged in Parliament, 
and if we may colle&t the ſenſe of the Houle of 
Commons from their debates, they thought there 
was a mixture of thoſe kind of Treafons in Firz- 
Harris's Caſe. And therefore there was little rca- 
ſon for that ſevere figgeſtion, that the Impeach- 
ment was only deſigned to delay a Trya!, lince a come 
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pleat examination of his Crime cauld be had no 
where but in Parliament. But it ſeems ſomewhat 
ſtrange, that the delaymg of a Tryal, and that a- 
gainſt a profeſſed Papiſt charged with Treaſon, ſhould 
be a matter fo extremely ſenſible : For might jt not 
be well retorted by the People, that it had been 
long a matter extreamly ſenſible to them, that ſo ma- 
ny Prorogations, ſo many Diflolutions, ſo many 
other Arts had been uſed ro delay the Trials, 
which His Majeſty had often delired,and the Parii- 
ament prepared for againſt five profeſſed PopyſhLords 
charged with Treaſons of an extraordinary nature. But 
above all, that it was a matter extreamly ſenſible 
to the whole Kingdom, to ſee ſuch Un-Parlia- 
mentary and mean Solicitations, uſed to promote 
this pretended Rejeftion of the Commons Accu- 
ſation, as are not fit to be remembred. *Tis 
there that the delay of the Tryal is to be laid; for had 
the impeachment been proceeded upon, and the 
Parliament ſuffered to Sit, Firz- Harris had been 
long ſince executed, or deſerved Mercy by a full 
Diſcovery of the ſecret Authors of theſe malicious 
deligns againſt the King and People. For though 
the Declaration fays a Tryal was direfted, yer we 
are ſure nothing was done in order to it, till a- 
bove a month after the Diflolution. And it hath 
{ince raifed ſuch queſtions, as we may venture to 
ſay, were never talk't of before in P:ſtmiſter 
Hall. Queſtions which touch the judicature of 
the Lords, and the Priviledges of the Commons 
in ſuch a degree, that they will never be determi- 
ned by the deciſion ,of any inferior Court, but 
will afluredly at one time or other have a farther 
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We have ſeen now that the Commons did it not 
without ſome ground, when they Vored the Refi- 
fal of the Lords to proceed upon an Impeachment, to be 
a denial of Fuſtice, and a violation of the Conſtztution of 
Parliaments ; and the ſecond V ore was bur an ap- 
plication of this Opinion tothe preſent caſe. 'The 
third Vote made upon that occation, was no more 
than what the King himſelf had allowed, and all 
the Judges of England had agreed to be Law, in 
the caſe of the hve impeached Lords, who were 
only generally impeached, and the Parliament 
Diflolved, before any Articles were ſent up againſt 
them. Yer they had bcen. firſt indicted in an in- 
ferior Court, and Preparations made for their 
Tryal, bur the Judges thought ar that time, that 
a proſecution of all the Commons was enough ro 


ſtop all proſecutions of an inferior Nature: The + 


Commons had not Impeached Fizz-Harris, but that 
they judged his caſe required fo publick an Exa- 
mination, and for any other Court to go abour 
to try and condemn him, tho it ſhould be granted 
to be of another Crime, is as far as in them lies 
to ſtitle that Examination. 


By this time every man will begin to queſtion, 


whether the Lords did themſelves, ar the Commons 


Rin ht, in the refuſing to countenance ſuch a proceeding. - 


Bur one cf th: Pen-men of this Declaration has cone 
himſelt and the Nation Right, and has diſcovered 
himſelf by uſing his ordinar y phraſe upon this oc- 
calion. The Perſon is well known without nam- 
ing him, who always tells men they have done 


themſelves no Right, when he is refoived ro do | 


them none. As for the C ommons, nothing Was 
Gg t carried 
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carried on to extremity by them, nothing done but 
what was Parliamentary ? They could not deſire a 
conference, till they had firſt ſtated their own 
caſe, and aſſerted by Votes the matter which they 
were to maintain at a conference. And fo far were 
thoſe Votes from putting the T'wo Houſes beyond 4 
Poſſibilty of Reconciliation,that they were made in or- 
der to it, and there was no other way to attain 
it. And fo far was the Houſe of Commons from 
thinking themſelves to be out of a capacity of 
tranſacting with the Lords any farther, that they 
were preparing to ſend a Meſlage for a conference 
to accommodate this difference, at the very In- 
ſtant that the Black Rod called them 1o their Dif: 
' ſolution. If every difference in Opinion or Vote, 


», ſhould be ſaid to put the two Houſes out of capa- 


city of tranſafting buſineſs together, every Parliament 
almoſt muſt be diflolved as ſoon as called How- 
ever our Mimiſters might know well enough, that 
there was no poſſibility of Reconciling the Tiwo Houſes, 
becauſe they had before reſolved ro pur them out of 
a capatity of tranſating together by a ſuddain Diſſolu- 
zion. But that very thing juſtifies the Commons 
to the world, who cannot but perceive that there 
was ſolemn and good ground for them to delire 
an inquiry into Fitz Harris's Treaſon, ſince they 
who influence our Aﬀairs were lo {tartled at it, 
that in order to prevent it, they firſt promoted 
this difference between the two Houſes, and then 

broke the Parliament leſt it would be compoſed. 
There is another thing which muſt not. be paſt 
over without obſervation, that the Minilters in this 
Paper take upon them. ro decide this great diſpute 
between 
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between the two Houſes, and to give judgment 
on the fide of the Lords. We may well demand 
what Perſon is by our Law Conltituted a Judge of 
their Priviledges, or hath authority to cenſure che 
Votes of one Houſe,made with reference to mat- 
ters wherein they were conteſting with the other 
Houle, as the greateſt violation of the Conſtitution of 
Parliaments. "They ought certainly to have ex- 
cepted the power which is hereaflumed of giving 
ſuch a judgment, and publiſhing ſuch a Charge, 
as being not only the highelt violation of the Con» 
ſtiturion, bur direCtly tending tothe deſtruSion of 
it, 

This was the Cafe, and a few days continuance 
being like to prodice a good underſtanding between the 
Two Houſes, to the advancing all thoſe great and 
publick, ends, for which the Nation hop'd they 
were called, the Miniſters found ie neceſſary ro pur 
an end to that Parliament likewile. 

Ve have followed the Writers of the Declara- 
tion through the ſeveral parts of ir, wherein the 
Houſe of Commons are Reproached with many 
particular Miſcarriages, and now they come to 
ſpeak more at large, and to give caution againſt 
two forts of ill Men. One fortthey ſay, are men 
fond of their old beloved Common- wealth Principles , 
and others are angry at being diſappointed in deſigns they 
bad for accompliſhing their own Ambitzon and Great- 
neſs. Surely it they know any ſuch Perſons, the 
only way to have prevented the miſchicfs which 
they pretend to fear from them, had been to have 
diſcovered them, and ſuffered the Parliament to 
Ott to provide againſt the evils they would bring 
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upon the Nation, by proſecuting of them. But 
if they mean by theſe lovers of Common-wealth 
Principles, men paſſionately devoted to the Publick 
g00d, and to the common ſervice of their Coun- 
try, who believe that Kings were inſtituted for 
th? good of the People, and Government ordained 
for the ſake of thoſe that are t5 be governed, and 
therefore complain or grieve when it is uſed to 
contrary ends, every Wiſe and Honeſt man will 
be proud to be ranked in that number. And if 
C:rmmon-wealth ſignifies the Common Good, in 
which ſence it hath in all Ages been uſed by all 
good Authors, and which Bodin puts upon it, 
when he ſpeaks of the Governrhent of France 
'which he calls a Republick,, no good man will be 

- "aſham*d of ir. Our own Authors, The Merror of 
Tuſtice, Bratton, Fleta, Forteſcue, and others in for- 
mer times. And of latter years, Sir Thomas Smith, 
Secretary of State in the Reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, in his Diſcourſes of the Common-wealth of 
England, Sir Francis Bacon, Cock and others, take it 
4n the ſame ſence. And not only divers of our 
Sratutes uſe the Word, but even King Fames in 
his firſt Speech unto the Parliament, acknowledg- 
eth himſelf to be the Servant of the Common-wealth, 
and King Charles]. both before and in the time 
of the War, never exprefleth himſeif otherwiſe. 
To be fd therefore of ſuch Common Prinoiples, 
becomes every Engliſhman ; and the whole King- 
dom did hope, and were afterwards glad to find, 
they had ſent ſuch men to Pailiament. If the 
Declaration would intimate, that there had been 
any deſign of ſetting up a Democratical Govern= 
ment, 
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ment, in oppoſition to our legal Monarchy, it is 2 
calumny juſt of a piece with the other things 
which the penners of this Declaration have vented, 
in order to the laying upon others the blame of a 
deſign to overthrow the Government, which only 
belongs unto themſelves. 

It is ftrange how this M/:rd, ſhould fo change 
its fignification, with us in the ſpace of twenty 
years. All Monarchies in the World, that are not 
purely Barbarous and Tyrannical, have ever been 
called Commonrwealths. Rome it (elf altered nor that 
name, when i: fell under the Sword of the Cefars. 
The proudeſt and cruelieſt of Emperors diſdained 
it not. And in our Cays, it doth not onlv belong 
to Venice, Genoua, Swetzerland, and the United Pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands, but to Germany, Spain, 
France, Sweden, Poland, and all the Kingdoms of 
Europe. May it not therefore be apprehended 
that our preſent Miniſters, who have ſo much de- 
cryed this rd fo well known to our Laws, fo 
often uſed by our beſt Writers, and by all our 
Kings until this day, are Enemies to the thing ? 
And that they who make it a brand of Infamy 
to be of Commonieealth Principles, that is, devoted 
to the good of the People, do intend no other than 
the hurt and miſchief .of that People ? Can they 
in plainer terms declare their fondneſs of their be- 
loved Arbitrary Power, and their deſign to ſet it 
up, by ſubverting our Ancient Legal Monarchy 
inſtituted for the benefit of the Commonwealth, 
than by thus caſting reproach upon thoſe who en- 
deavour to uphold it.

Let the Nation then to whom the Appeal is 
made, judge who are the men that endeavour to 
Poiſon the People, and who they are who are 
guilty of deſigning innovations. Bra#on tells us, 
that poteftas Regts is poteſtas Legs : It is from the 
Law that he hath nis Power, 'it is by the Law 
that he is King, and for the good of the*people 
by whoſe conſent it 1s made. The Liberty and 
welfare of a great Nation, was of too much im- 
portancgl to be ſuffered to depend upon the will of 
one Man. _ The beſt and wiſeſt might be tran- 
ſported by an exceſs of Power truſted with them, 
and the experience of all times ſhoweth, that 
Princes as men are ſubject ro Errors, and might 
be miſled. "Therefore ( as far as mans Wir could 
foreſee ) our Conſtitution hath provided by An- 
nual Parliaments, 26. Ed. 3. cap.' 10. that the 
Commonwealth might receive no hurt ; and it1s 
the Parliament, that mult from time ro time cor- 
rect the miſchiefs which daily creep in upon us. 


* Let us then no longer wonder, when we ſee ſuch 


frequent Prorcgations and Diflolutions of Parlia- 
ments ; nor {tand amazed at this laſt unparalell'd 
cftort of the Miniſters by this Declaration to render 
rwo Parliaments odious unto the People. They well 
know that Parliaments were ordain'd to prevent 
ſuch miſchiefs as they delign'd, and if they were 
ſuffered ro purſue rhe ends of their inſtirution, 
would endeavour to preſerve all things in their due 
order. To unite the King unto his People, and 
the Hearts of the People unto the King : To 
keep the Regal Authority , within the bounds of 
Law, and pcrlwade His Majeſty to direct it " 

tne 
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the publick Good which the Law intends. But 
as this is repugnant to the IntroduCftion of Arbi- 
trary Power and Popery, they who delight in 
both, cannot but hate it, and chuſe rather to 
bring matters into ſuch a State as may ſuit with 
their private Intereſts, than ſuffer it ro continue in 
rs right Channel. They love to fiſh in troubled 
Waters, and they find all Diſorders profitable un- 
to themſelves. They can flatter the Humor of a 
miſguided Prince, and encreaſe their Fortunes by 
the Exceſſes of a waſtful Prodigal. "The Phren- 
fie of an imperious Woman is ealily rendred pro- 
pitious unto them, and they can turn the Zeal of 
a violent Bigot ts their Advantage. The Trea- 
cheries of falſe Allies agree with their own Cor- 
ruptions, and as they fear nothing ſo much as 
that the King ſhould return unto his People, 
and keep all things quier, they almoſt ever ren- 
der themſelves fubſervient ro ſuch as would diſturb 
them. And if theſe two laſt Parliaments, ac- 
cording to their Duty, and the Truſt repoſed in 
them, have more ſteadily than any other before 
them, perſiſted in the pious and jult Endeavors 
of caling the Nation of any of irs Grievancey, 
the Authors of the Declaration found it was their 
beſt Courſe, by falſe Colours put upon thingy, 
and ſubtle Miſ-repreſentations of their Actings to 
delude the People into an Abhorrence of their 
own Repreſentatives, but with what Candor and 
Ingenuity they have attempted it, is already ſuffi 
ciently made known. And if we look about us, 
we ſhall find thoſe who deſign a Changa, on ei- 
ther hand fomenting a MiCunderſtanding between 
| the 
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. the King, his Parliament and People, whilſt 
Perſons who love the legal Monarchy, both out 
of Choice and Conſcience, are they who deſire 
the frequent and ſuccesful Meetings of the great 
Council of the Nation. 

As for the other fort of peeviſh Men, of 
whom the Declaration gives us warning, who are 
angry at the Diſappointment of their ambitzous Deſigns ; 
if theſe words are intended to refle&t on thoſe 
Men of Honour and Conſcience, who being 
qualified for the higheſt Employments of State, 
have either left, or refuſed, or been removed 
from them, becauſe they would notaccept or re- 
tain them at the price of ſelling their Country, 
and enſlaving Poſterity : And who are content to 
ſacrifice their Safety as well as their Intereſt for 
the Publick, and expoſe themſelves to the Ma- 
lice of the Men in power, and to the daily Plots, 
Perjuries and Subornations of the Papiſts. I ſay, 
it theſe be the ambitious Men ſpoken off, the peo- 
ple will have conſideration tor what they fay, 
and therefore it will be Wiſdom to give ſuch Men 
as theſe no occaſion to fay, that they intend to 
lay afide the uſe of Parliaments, 
 In' good earneſt, the Behaviour of the Mi- 
niſters of late, gives but too uſt occaſion to ſay, 
that the uſe of Parliaments is already laid aſide. For 
though his Majeſty has owned in ſo many of his 
Speeches and Declarations, the great danger of 
the Kingdom, and the neceſſity of the Aid and 
Counſel of Parliaments, he hath nevertheleſs been 
prevailed upon to diflolve four in the ſpace of 


rwenty fix months, without making _—_—_ Yy 
their 
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' their Advice ſuitable to our Dangers or Wants. 


Nor can we hope the Court will ever love any 
Parliament betrer than the firſt of thoſe four, 
wherein they had fo dearly purchaſed ſuch a num- 
ber of faſt Friends; Men, who having firſt fold 
themſelves, would not ſtick to fell any thing af- 
ter. And we may well ſuſpect they mean very 
ill at Court, when their Deſigns ſhockt ſuch a 
Parliament. For that very Favorzre Parliament 
no ſooner began in good earneſt to examine what 
had been done, and what was doing, but the 

were ſent away in haſte and in a Fright, though 
the Miniſters know they loſt thereby a conſtant 


\Revenue of extraordinary Supplies. And are 


the Miniſters at preſent more innocent than at 
that time : The fame Intereft hath the Aſcen- 
dant at Court till, and they have heightned the 
Reſentments of the Nation, by- repeating Af- 
fronts ; and can we believe them, that they dare 
ſuffer a Parliament now to fit ? 

But we have gained at leaſt this one point by 
the Declaration, that it is owned to us, that 
Parliaments are the beſt Method for healing the Di» 
ſtempers of the Kingdom, and the only means to pre- 
ſerve the Monarchy in credit both at home and abroad. 
Own'd by theſe very Men, who have fo malici- 
ouſly rendred many former Parliaments ineffual, 
and by this Declaration have done their utmoſt to 
make thoſe which are to come as fruitleſs, and 
thereby have confeſſed that they have no concern 
for healing the Diſtempers of the Kingdom, and pre « 
ſerving the Credit of the Monarchy ; which is in ef- 
tect to acknowledge themſelves to be what the 

| Com- 
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Commons called them, Enemies to the King and 
Kingdom. Nothing can be more true, than that 
the Kingdom can never recover its Strength and 
Reputation abroad, or its ancient Peace and Settle- 
ment at home, his Majefty can never be relieved 
from his Fcars and his domeſtick Wants, nor ſe- 
cure from the Affronts which he daily ſuffers 
from abroad, till he reſolves not only to call Par- 
liaments, but to hearken to them when they are 
called. For without that, it is not a Declarati- 
on, it is not repeated promiſes, nay, it is not the 
frequent calling of Parliaments which will con- 
vince the World, that the uſe of them 5s not in- 
tended to be laid aſide. 

However we rejoyce, that his Majeſty ſeems 
reſolved to have frequent Parliaments, and hope he 
will be juſt to himſelf and us, by continuing 
conſtant to this Reſolution. Yet we cannot but 
doubt in ſome degree, when we remember the 
Speech made 26. Fan. 1679. to both Houſes, 
wherein he told them, that he was Unalterably of 
an Opinion, that long Intervals of Parliaments wete 
abſolutely neceſſary , for compoſing and quieting the 
Minds of the People.Therefore, which ought we ra- 
ther to believe, the Speech or the Declaration, or 
which is likely to laſt longeſt ; a Reſohution of an 
unalterable Opinion, is a matter too nice for any 
but Court Criticks to decide. 'The effectual 
performance of the laſt part of the promiſe, will 
give us aſſurance of the firſt. When we ſee the 
real fruits of theſe uemoſ# Endeavours to extirpate Po- 
pery out of Parliament ; when we ſee the Duke of 
7k, no longer firſt Miniſter, or rather Protetor 
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of theſe Kingdoms, and his Creatures no longer 
to have the whole Dire&ion of Aﬀairs ; when we 
ſee that Love to our Religion and Laws is no 
longer a Crime at Court; no longer a certain 
Fore-runner of being diſgrac'd and removed from 
all Offices and Employments in their power, when 
the Word Loyal (which is faithful to the Law) 
{hall be reſtored to its old meaning, and no lon- 
ger {ignifie one who is for ſubvertmg the Laws ; 
when we ſee the Commiſſions fill'd with hearty 
Proteſtants, and the Laws executed in good car- 
neſt againſt the Papiſts, the Diſcoverers of the 
Plot countenanced, or at leaſt heard, and ſuffered 
to give their Evidence, the Courts of Juſtice 
ſteady, and not avowing a Juriſdiction one day, 
which they difown the next; no more Grand 
Juries diſcharged, leaſt they ſhould hear Witnef- 
ſes, nor Witneſſes hurried away, leaſt they 
ſhould inform Grand Juries; when we ſee no 
more Inſtruments from Court Jabouring to raiſe 
Jealouſies of Proteſtants at home, and ſome re- 
card had to Proteſtantsabroad ; when we obſerve 
ſomewhat elſe to be meant by Governing according 
to Law, then barely to put in Execution againit 
Difſenters, the Laws made againſt Papiſts ; then 
we ſhall promiſe our ſelves not only frequent Par- 
liaments, but all the blefled effects of purſuing 
Parliamentary Counſels, the Extirpation of Popery, 
the Redreſs of Grievances, the Flouriſhing of Laws, 
and the perfect Reftoring the Monarchy to the Credit 
which it ought to have, (but which the Authors of 
the Declaration confeſs it wants) both at Home and 
Abroad, "There needs no time to open the Eyes of * 
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his Majeſties good Subjets, and their Hearts are ready * 
prepared to meet him in Parliament, in order ta perfet 
all the good Settlement and Peace, wanting in Church 
and State. 

But whilſt there are ſo many little Emiffaries 
imployed to ſow and encreafe Diviſions in the Na- 
tion, as if the Miniſters had a. mind to make his 
Majeſty the Head of a Faction, and joyn him- 
ſelf ro one Party in, the Kingdom, who: has a 
juſt righr of Governing all (which Thuanus {:b.28, 
fays, was the notorious folly, - and occaſioned the 
Deſtruction. of his Great Grandmother Mary 
Queen of Soors) whilſt we (ce the fame Differen- 
ces promoted: induſtriouſly by the Court, which 
gave the viſe and prozreſs to the late troubles, and 
which were once thought fit ro be buried in an 
Ad of Oblivion. Whilſt we fee the Popiſh inte- 
reſt ſo plainly Countenanced, which was then 
done with Caution ; when every pretence of Pre- 
rogative is ſtrained r> rhe urmoit height, when 
Parliaments are aſed with Contempt and Indig- 
nity, and their Judicature, and all their higheſt 
Priviledges brought in Queſtion in Inferiour 
Courts, we have but too good cauſe to beheve, 
that though every Loyal and Good Man does, yet 
the Miniſters and Favourites, do bur lutle conſider 
the Riſe and Progreſs of the late Tronbles, and have 
little deſire or care to preſerve their Country from 4 Re- 
lapſe. And who as they never yet {hewed regard 
to Religion, Liberty, or Property, lo they would be 
licttle concern'd to ſee the Monarchy ſhaken off, it 
they might eſcape the Vengeance of Publick Ju- 
ftice, due tothem for {6 long' a Courſe of . Per-.

nicious Counſels, and for Crowning all the reſt of 
their Faults by - thus refleting upon' that Hagh 
Court, before which we do not doubt but we 
ſhall ſee chem one day brought to Judgmene, + 

Thus have we with an Enghſb plainnefs, ex- 
prefied our thoughts of the late Parliament and 
their Proceedings, as well as of the Court in Rex 
lation' to them, and hope this Freedom will of- 
fend no Man. The Miniſters, ay ng 
cern'd throagh their appealing unto People; 
cannot in Juſtice deny unto any one of them the 
Liberty of weighing the Reaſons which they 
have thought fir to publiſh ia Vindication of their! 
Actions. Bur if it ſhould prove otherwiſe, and 
theſe few Sheets be thought as weak and full of 
Errors, as thoſe we endeavour to confute, or be 
held injurious unto them, we defire only ro know 
in what we tranſgreſs, and that the Preſs may be 
open for our Juſtihcation ; Let the People to whom 
the Appeal is made judge then berween them and 
us; and let Reaſon and the Law be the Rules, 
according unto which the Controverhe may be 
decided, But if by denying this, they ſhall like 
Beaſts recur to force ; they will thereby acknow- 
ledge that they want the Arms which belong to 
rational Creatures. Whereas if the Liberty of 
Anſwering be left us, we will give up the Cauſe, 
and confeſs, that bath Reaſon 4nd LA4w are want- 
ing untb us, it we do not in our Reply fatishe all 
Reaſonable and Impartial Men that nothing is 
faid by us, but whar is juſt, and neceſſary to pre- 
ſerve the Intereſts of the King and his People. 
Nor can there be any thing more to the honour of 
his 


his Majeſty ; - W 
bout us to underſtand, that the King of England, 

doth neither Reign ayer a Baſe, Servile People, 
who hearing themſelves Arraign'd, and Condem« * 
ned, dare not fpeak in their own Defence and © 
Vindication; nor over fo lilly, fooliſh, and weak 
2 People, as that illdef " and worle ſuppor- 
ted Paper might occaſion the World to think, 
but thar there are ſome Perſons in his Dominions, 
not only of true Engliſh Courage, but of greater 
Intellectuals as well as better Morals, 'than the 
Adviſers unto, and Penners of the Declaration 


have manifeſted themſelves to be. 
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
